RELIEF COMMITTEES NAMED 


Cornelius N. Bliss Treasurer of the New 
York Body, Which Will Act as the 
Central Distributing Agency 


for the Country. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—The 4 
ing was issued from the White House 
this afternoon: 

“The President has appointed a com- 
mittee to receive funds for the relief of 
the sufferers from the recent catastro- 
phes in Martinique and St. Vincent. The 
gentlemen appointed from each city are 
asked to collect and receive the funds 
from their localities and neighborhoods 
as expeditiously as possible and forward 
them to the Hon. Cornelius N. Bliss, 
Treasurer of the New York Committee, 
which committee will act as central dis- 
tributing point for the country. The 
President directs all the Postmasters 
throughout the country, and requests the 
Presidents of all the National banks, to 
act as agents for the collection of con- 
tributions and to forward the same at 
once to Mr. Bliss at New York. The 
Postmasters are also directed to report 
to the Postmaster General, within ten 
days, any funds collected on this account. 

“The President appeals to the public 
to contribute generously for the relief of 
those upon whom this appalling calamity 
has fallen, and asks that the contribu- 
tions be sent in as speedily as possible. 
The gentlemen designated on the several 
committees are requested to act at once.

SENATE VOTES $300,000 MORE. 


Second Resolution Adopted Without 
Comment—The House Refers the 
Measure to a Committee. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Soon after 
the Senate convened to-day Mr. Cullom, 
from the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, reported a joint resolution appro- 
priating $500,000, including the $200,000 
already appropriated, to be expended un- 
der the direction of the President in such 
manner as will most promptly and effi- 
ciently relieve the stricken people of the 
French West Indies and St. Vincent. 
The resolution was adopted without com- 
ment. 

The second West Indian relief meas- 
ure was referred to the Committee on 
Appropriations when it reached the 
House to-day.

GOVERNMENT RELIEF WORK. 


How the War and Navy Departments 
Have Divided It—Merchant Ves- 
sels May Be Chartered. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—So compre- 
hensively laid were the plans of the War 
Department yesterday, even before the 
passage by Congress of the joint resolu- 
tion providing for the relief of the vol- 
cano sufferers, that there was really 
very little remaining for the officials 
to-do to-day. From this point on the 
War and Navy Departments have decided 
to divide the work of relief between 
them so as to give the navy full charge 
of the general subject of transportation 
and to intrust the War Department 
with the accumulation of the supplies. 
Of the little fleet of naval colliers, 
which was placed at the disposal of the 
relief workers by Admiral Bradford, the 
Leonidas, which is now discharging her 
cargo of coal at Port Royal, has been 
selected as the most suitable one to dis- 
patch to Martinique, and orders have 
gone forward to load her with supplies 
and get her under way as soon as possi- 

ble. 

The question of chartering merchant 
vessels to carry supplies to the deso- 
late island has now arisen, but will de- 
pénd upon the extent of the voluntary 
contributions asked for by the President 
and upon the further reports of the sit- 
uation in the island. 

Secretary Hay to-day telegraphed to 
Consul Aymé to ascertain the conditions 
on Martinique with regard to the fresh 
water supply, and, if it be found that 
such water is needed, the tenders at 
Norfolk and at Key West, 


Admiral Bradford, in anticipation of need 
for them, will immediately make for the 
little island. 


It appeared by noon that, so rapidly 
had the Government's agent worked, 
already the War Department alone had 
spent over $100,000 of the relief appro- 
priation. It was realized that consider- 
able heavy items of expenditure re- 
mained to be made, and it was the opin- 
ion of the President and his Cabinet that 
the $200,000 appropriated yesterday 
would not be sufficient to meet the needs 
in the case. It was decided that an ef- 
fort should be made to have Congress 
accept the estimate of $500,000 submit- 
ted in the President’s message of yes- 
terday. This decision was communicat- 
ed to some of the individual leaders in 
the Senate and House. 

It appears that that part of the joint 
resolution adopted yesterday requesting 
the President to ascertain whether the 
extension of our aid would be acceptable 
to France had been anticipated by the 
French Government. The President's 
statement that that Government had re- 
quested that ships be supplied to carry 
away the survivors of the catastrophe 
in Martinique was at first supposed to 
be based upon the statement of the 
Governor of Martinique to United States 
It appears, however, that 
the request came directly from the 
French Government through Ambassa- 
dor Cambon, who personally presented 
the matter to the President. 

There are no lack of indications of 
spontaneous offerings from all parts of 
the country. To-day a telegram was re- 
ceived from the Pittsburg Chamber of 
Commerce, asking the State Depart- 
ment whether private contributions 
would be received and how they should 
The Mayor of Detroit 
sent a similar message, and like tele- 
grams came from other peints. The de- 
partment has as yet made no response. 
suggestion came from a 
New York cofmmission house in the 
shape of a letter proffering 1,000,000 
pounds of rice at cost price and duty 
free to the Government. The owners 
explained that they were able to make 
this offer by reason of the fact that the 
rice is still in bond. 

Offers of assistance for the Martinique 
sufferers continue to pour in. Dr. Louis 
Klopsch, proprietor of The Christian 
Herald, New York, telegraphed the War 
Department to-day offering to furnish 
fifty nurses, thirty male and twenty fe- 
male, and 1,000 barrels of flour for the 
stricken islands, to be contributed by 
The Christian Herald.

The correspondent asserts that an epi- 
demic is feared in consequence of the 
stench from the bodies. Assistance is 
pouring in from all quarters. 


AGAINST WORK ON SUNDAY.

NEWBURG, N. Y., May 12.—At Mat- 
teawan the Rev. Plato J. Jones, a Presby- 
terian minister, has raised an animated 
discussion as to whether Sunday work for 
the town is proper or otherwise. By a 
heavy February flood the Fountain Street 
Bridge, which spans the Fishkill Creek, 
and connects the two sections of the vil- 
lage, was undermined. The town awardéd 
a contract to rebuild it. 

During its reconstruction the public is 
greatly inconvenienced. and_ the trolley 
road work is suspended on the spur lead- 
ing to the new incline railroad on Mount 
Beacon. The railroad offered the contrac- 
tors a bonus if they would finish the ecan- 
tract before Memorial Day, so the opening 
of the mountain road can be hell, as 
announced. 

On Sunday a large force of men were 
working on the bridge. The ciergyrnman 
filed a protest, and consulted a lawyer for 
a mandamus. An effort by the pastor tc 
secure an injunction may be made. The 
contractors say the law provides that in 
case of public necessity work may be done 
on Sunday. 


CHICAGO LIBRARY POOR.

CHICAGO, May 13.—Seventy employes 
of the Public Library have been sum- 
marily laid off, and their discharge is said

THE RECENT RUSSIAN RIOTS. ! COAST LINE CONSOLIDATION. | 


St. Petersburg Paper Wonders How It 
Was Possible to Suppress the 
News So Long.

LONDON, May 14.—An article in the 
Novoe Vremya on the recent disorders in 
Russia is quoted by the St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times. 

The Novoe Vremya says the official 
account of the disturbances sug- 
gests several questions difficult to an- 
swer. The agitation must have lasted 
a considerable time, and it is incompre- 
hensible how it was kept secret. 

The disorders, says the paper, show 
the depth of the ignorance of the peas- 
antry and the results which it may pro- 
duce. 


ALLEGED DEFAULTER TAKEN. 


Harry G. Bell, ex-Receiving Teller of 
the Riverside National Bank, Cap- 
tured in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—Harry G. 
Bell, who, until March 29 last, was receiv- 
ing teller of the Riverside National Bank 
of New York, was arrested here to-day on 
a fugitive warrant, charging him with the 
larceny of bank funds to the extent of 
$30,000, The original warrant charged Bell 
with embezzling $23,000, but a further ex- 
amination of the books of the institution 
showed a deficit of $40,000. 

Bell was captured at one of the en- 
trances to Fairmount Park by Detectives 


McClay and Kelly of New York and Tate 
of this city. He was arraigned before a 
Magistrate and committed to await requisi- 
tion papers from New York. 

Bell had been in the employ of the River- 
side Bank for a number of years. In March 
the Directors discovered discrepancies in 
his accounts, and experts were employed to 
examine his books. On March 2 Bell dis- 
appeared, and the shortage was discovered 
about the same time. 

The case was presented to the Grand 
Jury, and the fugitive teller was indicted 
on the charge of grand larceny. A local 
detective department located the house at 
which Bell was boarding. Word was at 
once sent to New York, and Detectives 
McClay and Kelly came here. With De- 
tective Tate they proceeded to the house, 
but Bell had gone for a stroll in Fair- 
mount Park. He was under surveillance, 
however, ‘and the detectives soon had him 
in custody. Bell declined to make any 
statement other than to say he would not 
admit stealing the money. 

Bell to-night made a brief statement to 
the detectives. He said: “I am willing to 
go back without requisition papers. All 
along I have been negotiating with the 
Directors of the bank, looking to a settle- 
ment, friends acting as my agents. When 
all the facts in connection with the case 
are made known there will be some sur- 
prises, and others whom I do not care to 
mention will not appear in the most en- 
viable light.” 


Henry H. Bizallion, cashier of the bank, 
yesterday started with Central Office de- 
tectives, who will bring the prisoner back 
as soon as his extradition can be effected. 
Bell came from Middletown, where he was 
the son of the late Nathaniel G. Bell, who, 
though blind since boyhood, created a so- 
cial sensation by ers with Miss Emma 
Robbins, a belle of the town, in 1874. The 
alleged defaulter was the first child. Young 
Bell was a member and usher in the Cal-

CANADA AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


Montreal Board of Trade Resolves that 
the Dominion Should Help in the 
Defense of the Empire.

MONTREAL, May 13.—The Montreal 
Board of Trade to-day placed itself on rec- 
ord in favor of the proposal that Canada 
assume a fair share of the burden of the 
defense of-the empire. A special meeting 
was called to discuss this and other ques- 
tions which are to come up at the forth- 
coming conference of Colonial Premiers in 
London, and there was a large attendance. 


A resolution was adopted favoring prefer- 
ential tariff relations within the empire 
and retaliation against Germany, which 
discriminates against Canadian products. 
The resolution also declared for tariff reci- 
procity with the United States. 

The resolution in favor of Canada assum- 
ing a share of imperial defence gave rise to 
discussion. It set forth that Canada, as an 
important part of the Empire, sharing in 
the benefits of its defences, should con- 
tribute a‘fair share thereto, and called on 
Parliament to vote a sum annually for the 
purpose, to be expended as the Canadian 
Government sees fit. 

The Anti-Imperialists sought to pass an 
amendment on the lines of a resolution 
passed by the Chamber of Commerce, which 
is composed of French merchants, to the 
effect that the proper policy is for Canada 
to Took to the development of the country 
and to subsidize fast steamship lines on 
both the Atlantic and Pacific. This was 
defeated. 


MINERAL LAND BOUGHT. 


American Syndicate Buys a Large 
Tract in Cape Breton, Canada.

MONTREAL, Quebec, May 13.—An Amer- 
ican syndicate has acquired another large 
tract of mineral land in Cape Breton. A

A 
seam of anthracite coal has been found on 
an estate nearby, and it is said the syndi- 
cate will purchase it also. 


BANK AND TRUST CO. MERGED.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 13.—The Provi- 
dent Savings Bank Company and the Prov- 
ident Trust Company, which since their or- 
ganization have existed as two separate 
corporations, were consolidated to-day into 
one incorporation, the Provident Savings 
Bank and Trust Company. The two con- 
cerns were governed by the same officers. 

The Board of Directors met to-day at 
neon and ratified the action of the stock- 
holders of the two banks, who at a recent 
meeting recommended the consolidation of 
the savings bank and the trust company. 

The officers and Board of Directors of the 
old company hold the same official posi- 
tions with the new company.

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Issue of Bonds for Taking Over the 
Plant System Decided Upon— 
4,000 Miles United.

BALTIMORE, M4., May 13.—At a meet- 
ing of the Directors of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad here to-day to perfect de- 
tails for taking over the Plant system it 
was decided that a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the company be held June 16 to 
authorize an issue of consolidated bonds, 
which will be used to retire certain wnder- 
lying mortgages at once, and all the bal- 
ance of the underlying mortgages as they 
mature; also to furnish what money is re- 
quired to carry into effect the terms of the 
consolidation. This morggage will be lim- 
ited to a maximum of $20,000 per mile, 
which, of course, includes all of the under- 
lying mortgages. As the present mileage 
is 3,500 miles, the issue would not exceed 
$70,000,000. The capital stock of the com- 
pany as consolidated is $42,000,000, which 
means an issue of $8,000,000. additional 
stock. 

The consolidation of the Savannah, Flor- 
ida and Western Railway Company, whicn 
is the major part of the Plant system, 
with the Atlantic Coast Line was accom- 
plished to-day. The entire system when 
complete will cover 4,000 miles. The Flor- 
ida Southern, St. John’s and Lake Eustis 
and Sanford and St. Petersburg Railroads 
are not included at present. An official ex- 
planation of this is that their earnings are 
not sufficient to entitle them to the cconsid- 
eration given to the Savannah, Florida aad 
Western. It is, however, intended to treat 
with the bondholders of these properties. 

All the capital stock of these companies 
Was acquired under the purchase from the 
Plant Investment Company of the _proper- 
ties composing the Plant system. It is in- 
tended to retire the preferred stock of the 
Savannah, Florida and Wc®tern, which has 
$12,500,000 of common stock and a_like 
amount of preferred. The Atlantic Coast 
Line has outstanding $15,500,000 of common 
and $18,500,000 of preferred stock. 


A LONG AIRSHIP RACE. 


St. Louis World’s Fair Committee Pro- 
poses One from There to 


Washington.

ST. LOUIS, May 13.—A long-distance air- 
ship flight from St. Louis to Washington 
will be a part of the programme which has 
been arranged by the World's Fair Com- 
mittee in the aerial tournament, acting in 
conjunction wigh the special committee of 
expert aerostaticians which met recently in 
St. Louis to discuss the contest with M. 
Santos-Dumont. 

The only condition governing this race, 
the longest ever proposed by the developed 
air craft, is that the prize wiil be a warded 
to the airship which makes the first land- 
ing nearest a fixed point in the nation’s 
capital, Several judges will be stationed 
at Washington to witness the finish. This 
test is included within the list of subsidi-

COINCIDENCE IN A STORM. 


Arcola, lil., Visited on the Anniversary 
of a Cycione that Came Forty- 
four Years Ago.

ARCOLA, Ill., May 18.—Arcola was visit- 
ed by a cloudburst and hurricane to-day, 
which did great damage to many buildings 
and growing crops. Forty-four years ago 
to-day the town was visited by a cyclone 

and was utterly blotted from the map. 

To-day’s storm, coming on the anniver- 
sary of the big cyclone, is a remarkable co- 
incidence, and the superstitious are inclined 
to think that it forebodes evil. Heavy 
ciouds gathered over the town at noon and 
in fifteen minutes from the time they were 
first noticed a black one overhead burst 
anc the rain descended in for 
twenty minutes. 

The rain was accompanied by the strong- 
est wind that has visited this section since 
the great storm forty-four years ago. 
Barns and sheds were blown down, trees 
uprooted, chimneys were blown from 
housetops, and windows and plate glass 
were broken by the hail. Jacoby’s black- 
smith shop, which stands on Main Street, 
was broken into kindling wood. The big 
Schneider Hotel block, the First National 
Bank Building, and the Masonic Temple 
are among the damaged buildings. Seven 
big monuments in the cemetery were 
blown down, and the cemetery building 
blown from its foundation. i 

Reports trom the country nearby indi- 
cate that considerable stock has perished 
by being caught in fallen buildings.

GAS FAMINE FOR CHICAGO ? 


Members of the Gas Workers’ Union 
Strike, and They Predict Com- 
panies Will Be Crippled. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, May 13.—Chicago is threatened 
with a gas famine, according ‘to statements 
made to-day. by officials of the Gas Work- 
ers’ Union. Members of the Gas Workers’ 
Union went on strike early to-day and the 
officials of the union declare all of the gas 
companies are badly crippled. They pre- 
dict that within twenty-four hours the gas 
will give out and those who burn it will 

have to use kerosene lamps or candles. 

Union pickets are patrolling the plants 
and the men are confident of being able 
to,compel the companies to concede their de- 
mends. At six plants of the various com- 
panies composing the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke Company all thé men are reported to 
heave gone out. In many the superintend- 
ent and foremen are working the gas ma- 
chines, and it is asserted by union officials 
that they cannot stand the work longer 
than forty-eight hours. 

At noon to-day ‘an official of the union 
said nearly 500 men were on strike. 


CANADIAN STOCK YARD DEAL.

MONTREAL, Quebec, May 13.—A big 
stock yards deal has been begun in Mon- 
treal by the acquisition of the stock of the 
Union Abattoir Company by a number of 
capitalists who propose to undertake large 
packing and chilled meat works here, mod- 


elled on the lines of Swift in Chicago. The 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, or at least capi- 
talists holding large shares in it, are con- 
cerned in the deal and will be represented 
on the Board of Directors by the merger. 

The capital stock of the company will be 
increased and large additions will be made 
to the present stock yard and slaughtering 
houses. Especial attention will be paid 
to the chilled meat trade with England. 
The ranch cattle of the Northwest will be 
largely dealt in, and it is expected that the 
result will be to greatly stimulate ranching 
in the West. It is stated by one of the Di- 
rectors that $10,000,000 will be expended in 
the new enterprise within a short time. 

The annual meeting of the company will 
take place at noon to-morrow, when the 
arangements will be completed.

St. Pierre Dead. 


MONT PELEE STILL ACTIVE 


Volcano Belching Smoke and Fire— 
Escape of Margaret Stokes, Whose 
Mother and Brother Perished 
on the Roraima. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, May 
13.—The United States Government tug 
Potomac, which came to Martinique from 
San Juan, Porto Rico, cruised along the 
coast of this island yesterday afternoon. 
She encountered an inky-black column 
of smoke, which made it necessary for 
her to go five miles out of her course. 

Words fail to describe the present sit- 
uation at St. Pierre. A small detach- 
ment of French troops is making efforts 
to inter the dead, although the Govern- 
ment seems to be strikingly unconcerned 
as to what is done in this direction. 

The looting of the dead has begun al- 
ready. While coming to Fort de France 
the Potomac picked up a boat containing 
five colored and one white man whose 
pockets were filled with coin and jewelry, 
the latter evidently stripped from the 
fingers of the dead. Lieut. B. B. Me- 
Cormick, the commander of the Potomac, 
arrested these men and turned them 
over to the commander of the French 
cruiser Suchet for punishment. 

The Potomac brought a ton of supplies 
to Martinique, consisting, in part, of 
codfish and flour. 

A famine here is imminent. The north- 
ern section of the island is depopulated. 

Provisions are needed here for 100,000 
people immediately. A shipload of lime 
is also needed at St. Pierre for sanitary 
purposes. The stench theré from the 
dead bodies is overpowering. 

Mont Pelée was still belching smoke 
and fire at a late hour last night. 

The French cruiser Suchet is here, and 
the city of Fort de France is quiet. 

Bus..ess here is suspended. The peo- 
ple of the city have assembled in the 
churches, and the cathedral, where spe- 
cial services are being held for the St. 
Pierre dead, has been thronged 
daylight. 

It was reported here yesterday from 
the British Island of Dominica that 300 
survivors of the St. Pierre disaster had 
reached there in canoes. 

Many strange and incomprehensible 
incidents are recounted of St. Pierre. 
The charred remains of a woman, with 
a silk handkerchief, unburned and in 
perfect condition, held to her lips, have 
been found there. The crisped bodies of 
young girls have been found, but the 
shoes they wore were in good condition. 

Every praise is given United States 
Consul Aymé. He has worked indefa- 
tigably to succor the survivors. He has 
bandaged the limbs of the wounded and 
has worked without sleep and without 
food. He is now thoroughly exhausted. 

Forty persons rescued from the city 
are naw in hospital here. 

In addition to the $400,000 in specie 
already secured, jewels to the value of 
1,000,000f. ($200,000) were taken from 
the bank at St. Pierre yesterday. 

The Italian Consul at Barbados has 
recovered the body of his daughter, 
who was visiting in St. Pierre at the 
time of the disaster. 

MARGARET STOKES ESCAPES. 

Margaret Stokes, the nine-year-old 
daughter of Clement Stokes of New York, 
who, with her mother, a brother aged 
four, and a sister aged three, was on the 
ill-fated British steamer Roraima, is in 
the hospital here. The child is not ex- 
pected to live. Her nurse, Clara King, 
tells the followimg story of her experi- 
ence: 

She said she was in her stateroom, 
when the steward of the Roraima called 
out to her, ‘“‘ Look at Mont Pelée.’”” She 
went on deck, and saw a vast mass of 
black cloud coming down from the vol- 
cano. The steward ordered her to re- 
turn to the saloon, saying, “‘It is com- 
ing.”” Miss King then rushed to the sa- 
loon. She says she experienced a feel- 
ing of suffocation, which was followed 
by one of intense heat. The after part of 
the Roraima broke out in flames. Ben 
Benson, the carpenter of the vessel, who 
is now in hospital here, severely burned, 
assisted Miss King and Margaret Stokes 
to escape. With the help of Mr. Scott, 
the first mate of the Roraima, he codn- 
structed a raft with life preservers. 
Upon this Miss King and Margaret were 
placed. 

While this was being;done, Margaret's 
little brother died. Mate Scott brought 
the child water at great personal dan- 
ger, but it was unavailing. Shortly 
after the death of the little boy Mrs. 
Stokes succumbed. Margaret and Miss 
King eventually got away on the raft, 
and were picked up by the steamer Ko- 
rona. Mate Scott also escaped. 

Miss King did not sustain serious in-

Talk with survivors of the disaster 
confirms previous statements as to its 
awful suddenness. i? is thought that 
an enormous quantity of gas was liber- 
ated, producing great atmospheric press-« 
ure, which overwhelmed everything bee 
fore it. The gases carbonized the bodies 
of the victims. This was followed by @ 
rain of stones which enveloped the town, 
but there was not any flow of incandes« 
cent lava. 

A gardener at the village of Morne

SCENES IN THE DEAD CITY.” 


In One Section of St. Pierre Everything 
Is Torn as If by a Tornado. 
LONDON, May 13.—A dispatch to the 
Reuter Telegram Company from Fort de 
France, Martinique, says that access ta 
the town of St. Pierre is becoming easier, 
but that to-day the activity of the volcana 

seems to be increasing. 

The scenes within the dead city are 
strange and gruesome, says the dispatch, 
In the section of the city known as the 
Moullege no sign of fire is visible, but 
everything seems to have been rent and 
scattered though by a tornado. The 
iron bedsteads in the hospital are twisted, 
but bear no mark of heat. The bedclothes 
and all textiles in the hospital vimply van- 
ished. 

About two hundred

quarter of the town and the fort are 
buried several yards under cinders. In the 
neighborhood of the creek several houses 
were found intact, but their inhabitants 
were all dead, and appeared to have been 
kilfed by lightning.

All possibile sanitary precautions 
been taken at .St. Pierre, concludes 
dispatch, but the stench there is awful. 

MORE THAN 2,500 RESCUED. 
Taken from Martinique by Danish and 

French Cruisers and the Cable 
Ship Pouyer-Quertier. 

THOMAS, Danish West Indies, 
13.—The Danish cruiser Valkyrien 
has taken on board 500 refugees from 
the northern and northeastern coasts of 
the Island of Martinique. 

The French cruiser Suchet has rescued 
2,000 persons from Martinique, and the 
French cable repair steqmer Pouyer- 
Quertier also has saved numbers of the 
sufferers. All the rescued persons have 
been taken to Fort de France, Martin- 
ique. 

It is reported at St. Thomas that the 
French bank at St. Pierre transferred 
ts funds and books to the Suchet before 
the catastrophe. 


AMERICANS IN PARIS AID. 


Martinique Fund Now Amounts to $20 
000—Generosity of the American 
Congress Commended. 

PARIS, May 13.—Many American fifins 
and individual Americans are subscribing 
to the Marti¥vique fund, which now amounts 

to 100,000f., (%20,000.) 

The Temps this afternoon, in an editorial 
referring to the action of Congress in ap- 
propriating $200,000 for the relief of the 
Martinique sufferers, says: 

“This manifestation of American sympa- 
thy, on the eve of the Rochambeau fétes, 
tends to draw tighter the already close ties 
uniting the two republics and constitutes a 
guarantee of peace and of the fraternity of 
the two nations. France will never forget 
the spontaneous initiative of President 
Roosevelt, or the significant generosity of 
Congress.”’ 

An official dispatch received by the Min- 
ister for the Colonies, M. Decrais, to-day, 
says that the 450 refugees landed at Fort 


de France. by the French cable steamer 
Pouyer-Quertier were all from the village 
of Le Precheur, near St. Pierre, and that 
the only inhabitants of St. Pierre who were 
saved were those who left that town before 
8 o'clock in the morning of the disaster, 
Thursday last. 

Sir Edmund J. Monson, the British Am- 

bassador here, has officially notified M. 
Delcassé, the French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, that the British Government has 
placed all its available resources, ships and 
otherwise, in the vicinity of Martinique at 
the disposal of the French authorities. 
«A cablegram received here from Senator 
Knight (President of the Legislature of 
Martinique, who escaped from the St. 
Pierre disaster) says he has succeeded in 
reaching the village of Le Precheur, where 
he saw to the interment of 400 of the vic- 
tims of the voleanic eruption. 

The French Cable Company announces 
that it will begin to repair the Martinique 
cable to-morrow. 


EARTHQUAKE BEFORE ERUPTION 


This Is the Theory of a Yale Professor 
Regarding the St. Pierre 
Disaster. 

Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, May 13.—Dr. Herbert E. 
Gregory, Professor of Geology at Yale 
University, in a discussion of the St. Pierre 
disaster this afternoon, said that in his 
opinion later, reports from the Island of 
Martinique would show, what has not yet 
been reported, that earthquakes preceded 

the eruption of Mont Felée. 

“Such earthquakes,” said Prof. Gregory, 
“almost invariably precede eruptions of 
this kind, and I believe such a condition 
will be found to be true of Mont Pelée. I 
surmise that there were a series of earth- 
quakes, ending in & number of explosions 
in the volcano, and then a final bursting 
out of the main mass, which was so de- 
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structive, It is not likely that sea water 
had anything to do with the original ex- 
plosion. The saturated rocks in the mount- 
ain itself must have burst into steam when 
the pressure was relieved. The whole top 
of the volcano was first blown off. Then 
the mass exploded in mid-air, falling in 
fire-dust on the city, while mud and lava 
poured out of the orifice. 

“TI cannot understand the wave reported 
except on this basis. It is quite likely that 
earthquakes will follow now in neighboring 
and sympathetic regions. The St: Vincent 
eruption may be said to be sympathetic 
with that of Mont Pelée. The rain of fire 
described was, judging from previous erup- 


tions, cinder and ash dust resulting from 
the explosion of the molten rock. As to the 
Java reported to have flowed in three min- 
utes from the crater to the sea, I take it to 
have been much more likely mud and hot 
water, while the lava flow, being of thicker 
ecenstituency, came later. I shall also ex- 
pect to hear that there were heavy rains 
at the time of the explosion. : 
“The whole chain of islands in the Carib- 
bean Sea is undergoing a change from isl- 
and to continental structure, as is Japan. 
Earthquakes, volcanic eruptions, &c., will 
continue till this is completed.

PROF. STOLLER ON VOLCANOES. 


“He Asserts that it Is a Mistake to Say 
Flame or Fire Come from a Crater 


—Cause of Eruptions. 
Special to The New York Times. 

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., May 13.—Refer- 
ring to the eruption of Mont Pelée, James 
H. Stoller, Profesgor of Biology and Geol- 
ogy at Union UniverSity, said to-day: 

“The eruptions in Martinique appear to 
have been of the more severe and violent 
/type of volcanic disturbances, known as the 
esplorive kind. Exp!osive disturbances are 
usually attended by earthquakes, as in this 
Case. 

* I notice that reports make mention of 
riasses of flames issuing from the volcano, 
‘put this is a mistake, as no flames or fire 


“actually come forth. What does appear is 
ia reflection of the red-hot lava from the 
masses of cloud formed by the condensa- 
tion of the steam issuing from the volcano. 
What comes from the crater is molten rock 
end sterm. At the moment of explosion the 
Yicor of the crater of the volcano is broken 
inio fragments, and these are blown up and 
fati upoh the surrounding country. hese 
@ragments are for the most part so small 
that they are spoken of as ashes. 

* “The general cause of an 
rensidered to be the access of water to 
masses of molten material in the earth. 
By contact the water is chanced to steam, 
aud the expansive force of the steam 
causes the explosion. It is sipposed that 
the water works in from the surface of 
the earth slowly to the reservoirs of raolten 
matter. and thus it takes a !-ng time for 
a sufficient accumulation of the water to 
produce the explosion. Voleanves occur 
almost wholly on islands along the sea 
keast, and where they occur inland it is 
an connection with vast depesitse of vol- 
canic matter formed in a past geological 
‘ace. For example, in the Morthwestern 
part of the United States there is an area 
awice as large as New York consisting of 
volcanic rock. all of which was once molten 
lava, and the geysers and se-called mud 
wolcanoes of the Yellowstone region are 
incident to the retention of heat in the 
Jower part of the volcanic rock, which is 
‘known as basalt. 

* It may be of interest to know that the 
Palisades along the Hudson are of vol- 
ecanic origin. The Palisades mark what 
is known as the fissure explosion--the crup- 
tion of vast quantities of molten maiter 
ahrough fissures or cracks. This molten 
reck from the fissures once spread cut over 
the country. Patches are still found, for 
instance, in New Jersey. The Connecticut 
Valley was once the scene of violent vol-

SECOND. ERUPTION PREDICTED. 


Prof. Amos P. Brown of the University 
of Pennsylvania Discusses the 
Eruption of Mont Pelee. 

Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—Prof. Amos 
P. Brown, head of the Geological Depart- 
ment of the University of Pennsylvania, 
believes that a second eruption of Mont 
Pelée may be looked for very soon. He 


gaid to-day: 

““ Mont Pelée is quite certain to repeat the 
performances of other great volcanoes, 
which have broken forth into vast erup- 
tions. The first manifestation, while usual- 
ly the principal one in degree of intensity, 
is nearly always followed by a succession 
of explosions and eruptions, which grow 
less and less active, and finally disappear 
altogether, when the volcano is said to be 
quiescent. A second upheaval of Pelée 
should come skortly. Meantime it will be 


exceedingly difficult to work anywhere 
near the scene of destruction. The layers of 
hot rock which were rained upon St. Pierre 
may not cool tor three or five months, and 
the lava deposit may take years to cool. 
For the present it would be extremely 
difficult to conduct any scientific investiga- 
tions and hardly worth while. The general 
conditions we may guess at. Reports are 
so meagre that little exact knowledge 
of the geological facts can be obtained. 

‘St. Pierre was not destroyed by an erup- 
tion from the summit of Pélée. It will be 
found, I think, that one side of the mount- 
ain near the town was blown out, and from 
this was hurled the molten rock, lava, and 
red-hot steam. 

“The island was formed by previous 
eruptions from Pélée, so long cooled that 
herbage and trees had grown upon the sides 
of the old tyrant. The distance from the 
volcano to the sea is three ‘miles and to 
the town is five miles. Several hills and 
ravines lie between the town and the 
mountain, which, had the explosion oc- 
curred in the cone, would have partly saved 
the former. The vast fields of hot lava 
which were boiling in the base of Pélée for 
years were acted upon by an inlet of water. 
This no doubt came through a crevice from 
the sea. The French Cable Company re- 
ported nearly a fortnight ago that the sea 
floor at Martinique had dropped over 1,000 
feet. A break in the earth's crust must 
have resulted. Through this the sea waves 
sassed. Coming in contact with the lava 
ed, an immense amount of steam was gen- 
erated. : 

**Soon it became heated to an intensity 
of five or six tons’ pressure to the square 
inch. It is almost impossible to conceive 
its latent force. The area which confined 
it could not hold the increasing volume. It 
sought an outlet. The cap over the sum- 
mit of the crater proved too strong. It 
attacked the weakest side, which was ad- 
jacent to the town. This side of the mount- 
ain was’ unable to withstand the strain 
and blew out. As long as it takes a pro- 
jectile to shoot through the air and drop 
to earth just so long it took the fierce, 
red-hot stream of molten rock and sheets 
of flame to fall upon the town. 

“The consequent igniting of St. Pierre 
must have generated poisonous gases that 
caused the death of many victims. The 
inhalation of the hot air was also instant- 
ly fatal. If the path of destruction is 
anything like that of other great volcanic 
disturbances no vegetable or animal life 
can survive them for years.”’ 


CONSUL PRENTIS’S PROPHECY. 


Predicted a Terrible Disaster After He 
Had Inspected Mont Pelee 
with Consul Ayme. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 13.—Mrs. 
James Smith of this city, sister-in-law of 
United States Consul Louis Ayme at 


Guadeloupe, was a guest of the family of 
United States Consul T. T. Prentis at St. 
Pierre a year ago, being then on a tour of 
the islands with her brother. 

She says that Mrs. Prentis told her at 
that time that she and her husband did not 
expect to leave the island alive. Mr. Pren- 
tis and Col. Ayme had made a critical ex- 
amination of the volcano and of the islands 
and agreed that a terrible disaster was in- 
evitable at some time.

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MONTH'S FOOD SUPPLY 
FOR MARTINIQUE 


Speedy Relief for the 40,000 
or More Survivors. 


GOVERNMENT’S PROMPT ACTION 


The Dixie to Sail To-day—Day and 
Night Men Work to Load Her with 
Provisions—Plans of Merchants 


and Organized Bodies. 


If the 40,000 or more survivors of the 
Island of Martinique can get enough to eat 
for the next two days, they need have no 
fear of a famine after that. A shipload of 
provisions, sufficiently large to supply their 
wants for ten days, will arrive at Fort de 
France late to-morrow on the steamship 
Madiana from St. Thomas. By the time this 
consignment is used up the cruiser Dixie, 
which leaves here this afternoon, will have 
reached the island with enough food to last 
twenty days longer. 

So with the cargoes of the Madiana and 
Dixie, the inhabitants of the famished area 
will be amply supplied for a month to come. 
By that time subscriptions from thousands 
of individuals and scores of organizations 
in the United States will have been col- 
lected and expended in buying further sup- 
plies. Offers of cash and clothing and food 
in mass are already pouring into the offices 
of those who are known to be connected 
with plans to raise funds for the islanders 
who escaped with little but their lives from 
the fiery lava of Mont Pelée. 

Various vessels are expected to arrive at 
Fort de France in the interval between the 
landing of the Madiana and the Dixie. The 
New York Chamber of Commerce and the 
Merchants’ Association are going to see to 
it that whatever provisions are on such 
additional ships are purchased for the peo- 
ple of the island. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S PURPOSES. 

Most of the interest in relieving the island 
centred yesterday on the Government’s 
plans, these being the ones that were fur- 
thest advanced. The Army Butiding, in 
Whitehall Street, was a scene of unwonted 
activity from morning till night, and one 
of the officials there said that they had 
not been so busy since the days of the 
Spanish-American war. The news that the 
Senate had already passed a bill to provide 
the whole amount asked in the President's 
special message ($500,000) aroused the ex- 
pectation of even greater industry within 
the next week, for it is anticipated that 
much, if not all, of the work of buying and 
shipping relief supplies out of the increased 
fund will be done in this city. 

Col. Brainard of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment has charge of the purchase of food, 
and Major Von Schrader has been buying 
the clothing and tents. Detailed expendi- 
tures of the first $100,000 appropriated by 
Congress have been made. For provisions 
and medicai supplies $75,000 has been con- 
tracted by Col. Brainard. The clothing and 
kindred supplies that will go aboard the 
Dixie will cost $20,000. The remaining 
$5,000 of the total first appropriation goss 
to defraying the expenses of preparing the 
shipments and the personal expenses of 
Major Hugh T. Gallagher, who has been 
detailed by the Commissary Department to 
accompany the vessel to Martinique. 

On receiving the first telephonic messagé 
from Secretary of War Root on Monday, 
Col. Brainard ordered 400,000 rations, or 
enough to last 40,000 people ten days. Early 
yesterday he received over the wire an 
order to double the amount to 800,000 ra- 
tions, provisions for 40,000 people for twenty 
days. The Colonel was asked how he man- 
aged to make his contracts for the food so 
speedily. 

** We used the telephone at the start, call- 


ing up all the different supply houses in 
quick succession. Later the orders were 
verified here in the Army Building, per- 
sonal representatives of the .firms. coming 
down and signing formal contracts. Of 
course we had on hand samples of such 
staples as rice and tea. The other*things 


-we bartered for over the wire as best we 


could. 

“It is stipulated in the contracts that all 
the provisions must be at the dock, ready 
for loading on the Dixie, before noon ‘o- 
morrow. ‘The vessel lies at Pier 15, Brook- 
lyn, at the foot of Montague Street. The 
loading will proceed all night, just as fast 
as the goods reach the pier.”’ 

There were necessarily several slight 
hitches with the dealers, some of whom did 
not come up to army requirements in the 
matter of speed. In such cases the Colonel 
would rend a soldier or clerk up to the 
firm's headquarters, inquire the reason for 
the delay, remedy it, and give the dealer a 
right start, if possible, or take the order 
away and transfer it to some one who 
would attend to it properly. 

The Dixie ts rapidly filling up. Early 
yesterday morning her coaling continued, 
and before 4 o'clock in the afterndon 1,050 
tons had been stored fn her bunkers. That 
is enough fuel to Jast her for many weeks, 
and besides the stores for the sufferers 
of Martinique she wil) take away plenty of 
food for a cruise of two months. Her com- 
plement of men is 250, not as many as she 
usually carries, but enough to do all the 
necessury work on the coming rescue trip. 

The cruiser is just back from the Euro- 
pean station, and until the order to pro- 
ceed to Martinique arrived her officers 
were congratulating themselves on long 
furloughs. They are a disappointed lot to- 
day. but the hope of novelty in the way of 
volcanic investigation is lessening their cha- 
grin in a measure. Of the men before the 
mast, many had obtained their leaves before 
the unexpected order to sail, and this ac- 
counts for the shortness in numbers. 


COALING THE DIXIE. 


The coaling was done at the cob dock of 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. Shortly after 4 
o'clock in the afternoon the anchor was 


lifted, and an hour later the vessel had 
been moored beside Pier 15, on which the 
work of landing provisions from lighters 
or from trucks had been in progress all the 
forenoon. 

Half a dozen men from the Army Trans- 
port Service superintended the reception of 
the stores, which were piled on the pier as 
fast as they arrived, an officer at the en- 
trance checking off the quantities and 
names of the — In addition to the 
Government supplies were small quotas 
from two newspapers, brought to the pier 
in wagons pageeng signs indicating the per- 
sonality of the givers. At the water end 
of the pepe 3 coils of rope without limit 
and all the other apparatus for hasty load- 
ing of the provisions had been provided by 
te my - veasey Stren. 

n the office of the pier the representa- 
tives of the army's Medical Department “1 
ceived and tested the drugs and surgical 
supplies, and further down toward the 
water were corps of men who poked at the 
packages of saited meat and cereals to see 
that Apt hes J was of the quality ordered 
by _ the officials of the Army Building. 

Under the personal supervision of Capt. 
Berry the loading of the cruisér began at 
cnee. It was going on without relakation 
up to the time the latest reports from the 
pier were received last night. 

When the Dixie sails to-day, she will 
have aboard a number of newspaper cor- 
respondents, for whose passage the neces- 
sary permission had to be obtained from 
the Navy Department, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the French Chamber of Commerce. M. 
de Medeuil, Superintendent of the West 
Indian Department of the American Trad- 
ing Company, is to go to the island for 
the latter organization and report from 
there what are the needs of the inhab- 
itants. Several scientific men will also 
sail on the vessel. 

Capt. Berry was not fully sted yes- 
terday as to those who would sail with 
him as the guests of the Nation, but he 
expected to know all of their names this 
morning. Among the scientists is Instruc- 
tor Jaggar of Harvard, who will carry with 
him many instruments for recording vol- 
canic movements and ap tus for cal- 
culating the peculiar actions and results 
of the disturbances in Martinique. 

The army medical staff that will sail on 
the Dixie is under the command of Dr, 
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B, Clayton. of Fort Myer, Washington, 
Cc.; Drs. J. R. Church of Washington 
‘barracks, who was once a famous football 
peewee at Princeton, and J. Reilly cf Fort 

locum are his assistants. They are aided 
by two acting hospital surgeons and four 
ewe. all of whom come from the 

hoo! of Instruction of the Medical De- 
partment of Washington barracks. ‘The 
medical supplies, which cost -$5,000, Include 
every accessory that may in any emer- 
gency be needed on the island. es 

“We are prepared for all emergencies, 
said Dr. Church yyermey- “ Whether it’s 
surgery or medicine, we are going pre- 
pared to take care of it. Exactly what will 

e needed we do not know, of course. 

The food on the Dixie consists largely of 
rice, which comprises nearly nalf of the 
whole shipment; hard tack, which amounts 
to about a third, and salted codfish. With 
these articles as bases, there are to 
smaller quantities of tea, coffee. pepper, 
vinegar, condensed milk, and bazvon. he 
ruling passion of the West Indian has not 
been altogether overlooked while the of- 
ficials were considering his absolute needs, 
for there is some tobacco in the cargo of 
the Dixie. 

In the rush to get food ready for the isl- 
and the water question was not forgotten, 
but it was decided that between the dis- 
tilling plant of the cruiser and the plenti- 
ful water supply on some of the lands near 
te Martinique there would be no_ trouble 
on that seore. If it is found that the plant 
will not provide for the needs of the suf- 
ferers the vessel will carry to the island 
enough water procured from places like 
Barbados and St. Kitts. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


President Morris K. Jesup of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce called a conference in the 
afternoon at the rootns of the organization 
in the Mutual Life Building. Those who 
attended were Consul General Bruwaert of 


France, M..de Medeuil of the American 
Trading Company, A. E. Outerbridge of 
the Quebec Line, and Henry Hentz. After 
they had discussed the question of relief 
Mr. Jesup announced that he had been ox 
ing to ascertain what supplies were avail- 
able from ships due at Martinique between 
now and the time the Dixie arrives there. 

He had made arrangements, he said, to 
ship on the steamship Fontabelle, which 
leaves here Saturday, the first consignment 
to be sent from New York by the Cham- 
ber. In the meanwhile he had provided 
that the advance fund cabled to the island 
might be used to purchase food from the 
Madiana, which reaches Fort de France 
from St. Thomas to-morrow. Mr. Outer- 
bridge concurred in the arrangement to 
take the provisions off the Madiana, which 
his company owns. He said most of the 
goods on her were consigned to people who 
had lost all they had in St. erre, but 
there would be no difficulty in transfer- 
ring the property. In addition to the Cham- 
ber’s donations, the Fontabelle is to take 
away a number of gifts from individual 
firms of the city. 

Officials of the Merchants’ Association 
have been working steadily on their relief 
plan, although no committee to receive sub- 
scriptions has been formally appointed as 
yet. H. D. Lockwood has been the rounds 
of West Indian merchants in the city with 
the view of securing information as to the 
nature of supplies to be sent, and Secretary 
Corwine has already received one_subscrip- 
tion of $100 from B. Fischer & Co. and a 
letter from T. W. Ormiston of the whole- 
sale grocery firm of Austin, Nichols & Co. 
offering to co-operate with the association 
to the fullest extent, 

In view of the fact that many citizens 
are expected to send in supplies, as well 
as cash subscriptions, Mr. Corwine had 
prepared a list of things that should be 
sent to Martinique. Among these articles 
he names light cooking utensils of tin, thin 
tropical clothing and bed covering, salted 
meats, flour, hard bread, beans, peas, lard, 
leaf tobacco, cotton seed oil, smoked her- 
ates codfish, soda biscuit, and hams. 

Major Gallagher, who is in charge of the 
shipment on the Dixie, has — the 
association to cable to its officers immedi- 
ately on his arrival in Fort de France 
further details ag to the necessities and 
conditions of the island, In the meantime 
Mr. Corwine is trying to arrange for a 
vessel which will carry the gifts collected 
by the association, In answer to an inquiry 
he sent to the War Department, he got a 
message pe? that the only way for the 
goods to be forwarded was by regular 
steamships. The department expressed its 
thanks for the organization's efforts ir 
behalf of the sufferers. 

The money left over from the fund of 
the association's Jacksonville Relief Com- 
mittee will be transferred at once to those 
who will help Martinique in behalf of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the association. 
On the Jacksonville Committee were Abram 
S. Hewitt, William F. King, John Claflin, 
A. E. Orr, and Charles Stewart Smith. 
These five have sent to Mr. Crimmins a 
letter asking him to deliver the money 
($1,000. ) 

As the French Government maintains a 
rigid. tariff system, Mr. ,Corwihe has asked 
through the Consul General that this be 
declared off in the case of relief supplies 
sent from here to Martinique. No answer 
to M. Bruwaert's cablegram has been re- 
ceived, but he considers that the difficulty 
is —y a nominal one. 

In looking for a steamship to carry the 
association's gifts the officials have set 
their ns ae on the Red D liner Zulia, which 
will arrive here on the 20th. The officers 
of the line have said that she can unload 
in two days and be ready to sail for Fort 
de France on the 22d. She has a mail con- 
tract, and so the Government has first 
call upon her services. If the Federal au- 
thorities do not use her the association is 
to have the next option. 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN ACTS. 


The Board of Aldermen has followed the 
lead of the Mayor in taking notice of the 
Martinique disaster. The following reso- 
lutions, introduced by Mr. McCall, were 
passed without dissent yesterday: 

Resolved, That whereas the unparalleled dis- 
aster on the Island of Martinique, in the French 
West Indies, whereby the town of St. Pierre was 
blotted from the earth by molten lava caused by 
an eruption of the volcano of Mont Pelée, has 
resulted in the death of nearly 40,000 persons, 
and caused widespread suffering among the 
survivors of this island; and 

Whereas, The people of the City of New York, 
ever prompt to aid the suffering of every place 
and clime, have learned with horror of the awful 
visitation of Providence and stand aghast at the 
disclosures of the catastrophe; therefore 

t 


Resolved, That we, the members of the Board 
of Aldermen of the City of New York, the direct 
representatives of the people of this metropolis, 
hereby express our deep commiseration with the 
afflicted people of the Islands of Martinique and 
St. Vincent, and recommend that our citizens at 
once take action to promptly and appropriately 
succor the stricken French colonists, and to this 
end the President of this board be and he hereby 
is requested to appoint a committee of seven, of 
which he shall be ex officio a member, to co- 
operate with the Mayor of this city in inaugurat- 
ing such measures as will insure a speedy relief 
for the survivors of the deolated area. 

M. Gourd of the French Chamber of Com- 
merce announced yesterday that at a meet- 
ing held on the previous night the mem- 
bers had pledged themselves to contribute 
$100 each to aid Martinique. This made 
the total amount raised more than $3,000. 
At the same meeting M. de Medeuil was in- 
structed to proceed to the island and inves- 
tigate. As yet the exact uses of the money 
are not decided, nor will any of it be spent 
until the delegate reports what he finds, 
unless the Colonial Secretary in Paris, who 
has been notified, signifies his desire to use 
the fund. 

Consul General Bruwaert has not yet re- 
ceived an answer to his inquiry sent to the 
Governor of Martinique through the home 
> amma A message is looked for to- 

ay. 

To-day is expected to be a red-letter one 
so far as Martinique subscriptions are con- 
cerned. The Chamber of Commerce meets 
at 12:30 P. M., and the Governors of the 
Produce Exchange at noon. The different 
local individuals and officials who are now 
ready to receive money for the islanders 
may be summed up as follows: The Mayor, 
the President of the Board of Aldermen, 
the officials of the Chamber of Commerce 
and Merchants’ Association, the President 
of the French Chamber of Commerce, and 
the committee appointed yesterday by the 
President of the United States to act in 
this city, consisting of Cornelius N. Bliss, 
Morris K. Jesup, Johm Claflin, Jacob H. 
Schiff, and William R. Corwine. 


NEW HYDROGRAPHIC .SURVEY. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Cap*. Souther- 
land, Chief of the Hy@rographic Office, 
has been deeply interested in the vast 
physical changes reported to have taken 
place in the Antilles as a result of the 
earthquakes and volcanic outbreaks. He 
is planning to undertake immediately, w'th 
the approval of Admiral Bradford, a series 


of hydrographic surveys. If the current 
reports as to the tremendous subsidence of 
the sea bottom near the Antilles are ac- 
curate, then there undoubtedly have veen 
corresponding upheavals of the bottom in 
other sections, which have created xzreat 
menaces to navigation, through the fact 
that they are not charted. 

Capt. utherland points to a curious 
fact, namely, that a year ago tnere was 
what might be regarded as a premonitory 
sign of the tremendous disturbance whic 
has just taken place in the earth's crust. 
The ‘“ Notice to Mariners,” of June 8, one 
year ago, contains the following n ote: 

“Capt. J. Thomas of the schooner Kate 
reports that May 5, about thirty-iwo miles 
eastward from the south point of Martin- 
ique, the sea rose with great fury, break- 
ing as if on rocks. is continued for 
about four hours; then the sea necame 
quite smooth again. The schooner abnred 
very heavily, sustaining slight , and 
was uncontrollable during the phenomenon. 
the light airs from the southeast not giving 
her steerage way. No current was ob- 

ed, The weather was fair.”

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TRADE WITH MARTINIQUE | FRENCH PEOPLE’S TRIBUTE 


Effect of the Catastrophe on New 
York Firms. 


Business with the Island Amounted to 
About $750,000 a Year—Question of 
the Rebuilding of St. Pierre. 


According to merchants who do businéss 
with Martinique, the amount of the trade 
between this country and the island has 
been about $750,000 a year at the most. 
Most of the goods supplied to the islind 
by the United States are exported from 
New York, and to many mercantile houses 
of the city the ruin of the island will mean 
great losses. The above figure does not 
include the lumber trade from Maine, and 
this is sometimes extensive. 

The products carried to Martinique irom 
here are mainly breadstuffs, provisions, 
kerosene oil, and corn, little dry goods 
being sent from the United States. What- 
ever cloths are sent comprise sail duck, 
blue drills, and duck. A small quantity of 
hardware is exported annually. The trade 
is practically divided among four firms of 
New York—A. D. Straus & Co., the Ameri- 
can Trading Company, L. W. & P. Arm- 
strong, and Middleton & Co. 

E. F. Eberstadt of A. D, Straus & Co. 
said yesterday that his firm's business 
with the island had necessarily come to a 
standstill, but he anticipated a gradual re- 


turn to normal conditions, He said that 
there would be no failures in America, as 
far as he could ascertain, on account of 
the voleanic eruption. 

Judging from Mr. Eberstadt’s descrip- 
tion of business relations with the island, 
the transacticns of mercantile houses with 
Martinique are carried on upon a basis dif- 
ferent frora that in effect with other 
islands of the West Indies. Ordinarily the 
companies shipping goods to such insular 
lands reserve in return for their goods 
products of the islands, but in the case 
of Martinique the French tariff laws offer 
extraordinary inducements to the mer- 
chants of St. Pierre and Fort de France to 
send thelr wares to the mother cuuntry. 
This fact, aeccsding to Mr. Eberstadt, ex- 
plains the smai! amount of American trade 
with the island 

“France allows on the products of her 
colonies,’’ he said, “‘ what is known as a 
return of the ‘taxes de distance '—. remit- 
tance of duties larger in proportion to the 
distance between the colony and tha moth- 
erland. This makes it more profitable for 
the colonial exporters to send their products 
to France, even if they cannot obtain as 
high prices there as in America. ‘The chief 
products of Martinique were sugar, rum, 
and cocoa. 

“ As a result, all our business with Mar- 
tinique was done on a money basis."’ 

Mr. Eberstaff said that while it would 
seem that the terrible catastrophe meant 
annihilation to business in St Pierre, as 
not only the business housese had been 
wrecked, but nearly all the population had 
met destruction as well, there was one fact 
that had been overlooked—that in many 
cases the St. Pierre business houses were 
branches of firms which had their head- 
quarters in the motherland. ame 

When askéed whether he thought St. 
Pierre would be rebuilt, Mr. Eberstadt said 
that depended largely upon whether the 
upheaval there had caused serious changes 
in topographical conditions.

Consul General Bruwaert Eulogizes 
America’s Humanity. 


Gen. Thomas L. James Toasts the Presi- 
dent of France at the Get To- 
gether Club Dinner. 


In the dining saloon of the French Line 
steamer La Lorraine there was a gathering 
last night of the Get Together Club. Ex- 
Postmaster General Thomas L. James pre- 
sided. At the conclusion of an elaborate 
banquet he asked the members of the club 
and their guests to stand and drink to the 
health of the President of France, stating 
that on the French vessel they were 
French soil. He then proposed the health 
of the President of the United States. The 
toasts were greeted with equal applause. 

In his introductory remarks the ex-Post- 
master General said that New York is to 
be, if it is not already, the commercial cen- 
tre of the world. He attributed this to free 
schools, free churches, and a homogeneous 
population. He said that men of other com- 
mercial centres knew no other place than 
their own, but that the New Yorker had 
broadened and knew the world. 

The men of the Cotton Exchange, he said, 
might be taken as an illustration. There 
the competition was intense as competition 
can be, but that Mere is a line which 
member would overstep even in the fierce 
rivalry—that line, the prestige of New York. 

As another illustration of the New York 
spirit he said that when Columbia Uni- 
versity saw land in the market that would 
soon be needed by the institution, five New 
York bankers saved the land for the uni- 
versity with the understanding that it 
should have the option until it could ac- 
quire the property. This, he said, could be 
done in no other commercial centre. 

Consul General Bruwaert, speaking for 
the French people, said: 

#3 have been a witness to many 
things that you are doing for the stricken 
in the terrible disaster of Martinique, that 
for my people and for myself I must say 
that I love you, and that you have shown 
that you are big and generous, and that 
you love mankind. We al! hope for eternal 

eace between the nations. We are born 
n the best of generations, when the na- 
tions are learning that war is a horror, and 
that we should be all friends, as you and I 
are to-night. I hope that there will be a 
community of the nations.

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MINERS WILL VOTE 
ON A STRIKE T0-DAY 


Sentiment in Favor of Staying Out 
ls Weakening. 


President Mitchell Makes a Statement 
of Their 
Truesdaie’s 


Demands — President 
Declaration 


Causes Speculation. 


HAZLETON, Penn., May 13.—The situa- 
tion regarding the continuation of the pres- 
ent suspension of work in the anthracite 
coal fields of Pennsylvania is a trifle 
clouded to-night. The apparent overwhelm- 
ing sentiment for a strike which was in 
evidence yesterday not quite so promi- 
nent now, and predictions were freely 
mede to-night that, whatever the delegates 
in the convention to-morrow determine 
upon, the winning. side will have only a 
bare majority. The indications are, how- 
ever, that the delegates favoring a strike 
are in the majority. 

President Mitchell was asked to-night for 
an explicit statement setting forth~ the 
miners’ demands. In reply he said: 

“The miners ask for an eight-hour day, 
which shall apply to all men employgd in 
and about the mines. It affects the miners 
and the laborers the same, as all classes 
of labor work ten hours a day. It is not 
true that the miner works only five hours 
a day, as a rule, in the mines ten 
hours. The miners also ask for a 20 per 
cent. increase in wages for men perform- 
ing contract work, and an eight-hour day 
at present rate of wages for men employe d 
by the day or week. The miners also pre- 
fer annual wage agreements. ‘She demands 
are uniform, and apply to all anthracite 
miners in the field, except the demand for 
the weighing of coal, which only 
to the Lackawanna and Wyoming, and 
part of the Lehigh district.” 

The proposition of the stationary firemen 
to go out with the mine workers, If the 
atter will indorse the firenien’'s demands 
for a shorter work day without a reduction 

n wages, has helped to change sentiment. 
The radical etrike advocates insist that 
.he miners’ union should accept the proposi- 
tion which would result in the suspension 
ot work by the engineers, firemen, and 
pump runners, and this would cause the 
operators a large financial loss through the 
tiooding of the mine workings. 

The convention will meet at 
morrow, and will conduct its business be- 
hind closed doors. President Mitchell will 
be elected Chairman, and will make an ad- 
dress, in which he will give in detail all 
that has transpired between himself and 
the coal Presidents since the Shamokin 
Convention. 

The entire region was very quiet to-day. 
The only colliery that was in operation to- 
day was the Dusky Diamond, at Beaver 

3rook, near here. Only ten men are em- 
»loyed there, and they are receiving the 
rages asked for by the union. The colliery 
supplies only local trade. 

National President Mitchell 
Presidents Nicholls and Fahy 
this evening from Scranton. President 
Mitchell stopped off at Freeland, nine miles 
north of here, and was given an enthusias- 
tic reception. He made a brief speech, in 
which he counseled the miners to act 
wisely. 

Frequent conferences were held 
by the leaders. It is not unlikely 
convention will be in session for 
days. 

There has been much speculation here to- 
day regarding the meaning of the utterance 
of President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Company, to the 
effect that the operators are making no 
attempt to run their collieries, and that the 
shut-down may be general and indefinite. 
An official of the Lackawanna, in com- 
menting on this statement, said: 

‘Even though the strike should be called 
off, it may be that the companies will seize 
upon the present as a good time for making 
general repairs at their mines, The men 
are in no mood to work, and it will be 
many a day before they will be capable of 
their best effort. A little vacation might be 
a good thing all around.” 

Three Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern and two Delaware and Hudson wash- 
eries continue to operate without interfer- 
ence. 
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RAILROAD 1 MEN STAND FIRM. 


President Olyphant Says No Conces- 
sions Will Be Made to the Miners. 
There was an informal discussion yester- 

day by the representatives of the coal- 
carrying roads over the anthracite situa- 
tion, and it was learned that had 
transpired to make them change their de- 
cision to grant no concessions. 

At the annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company yesterday the strike was freely 
discussed. President Olyphant, in an ad- 
dress to the stockholders, said that no con- 
cessions would be made to the miners, 
whether the strike lasted one week, two 
weeks, two months, or indefinitely. Louis 
Windmuller, as a Chairman of the meet- 
ing, said: 

“The company has een managed for the 
best interests of the stockholders and the 
employes as well. But if the company were 
to concede all the demands of its employes 
it might as well turn its property over to 
the strikers.” 

W. E. Truesdale, President of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad, 
said yesterday that he would not undertake 
to predict whether there would be a strike 
or not. The companies, he said, were mere- 
ly waiting for developments 

‘There is no logical reason 
strike,’’ he continued, ‘‘ as they are 
better wages than they wers 
years. This includes helpers, en 
firemen as well as miners.”’ 

There was a report during the afternvon 
that the National Civic Federation might 
advise the miners to postpone their strike 
in the hope that in the Fall the operators 
might be induced to reconsjder the stand 
they had taken, but it could not be verified 
Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the Civic 
Federation, said there was no ground for 
the rumor, and that he knew as little as 
any one else how the miners would vote. 

Wholesale coal dealers who were. seen 
yesterday said that the talk of a strike had 
not created a ripple in the trade. While a 
strike would have the effect of raising 
the price of anthracite, there would be no 
such thing, one of them said, as a coal 
famine. A representative of one of the old- 
est wholesale houses was seen and said 
that there was no unusual demand for an- 
thracite. 

“The coal dealers in of a strike,”’ 
he continued, * would supply the hospitals 
and similar buildings and furnish coal for 
the running of elevators in buildings. They 
would iet the householders take their 
chances, which would be a small hardship, 
as most of them use elther oil or gas 
stoves during the heated term.” 


COAL OPERATORS HOPEFUL. 


Belief in Philadelphia that the Miners 
Will Vote Not to Strike.

PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—Coal 
ators in this city are optimistic regarding 
the situation in the fields.

Attorney General Davies said to-night 
that an attaché of his office had been dis- 
patched to subpoena the various witnesses 
upon whose evidence his department in- 
tended to prove its case. 

His application to Judge Chester was 
made under the provisions of the Donnelly 
anti-trust law, and the department inte nds 
to guard all of the particulars of the action 
until a personal service of the papers in the 
case has been secured. He stated that eight 
persons are named in the moving papers, 
and intimated that additional witnesses 
would be called should it be deemed advis- 
able. The Attorney General was accom- 
panied by Judge J. Newton Fiero when he 
appeared before Justice Chester in his 
chambers to move the case. The proceed- 
ings were secret. 

The action is entitled: ‘‘ John C. Davies,

In the course of his address Mr. White 
noted the fact that there is a wide diversity 
of opinion in this country as to the advisa- 
bility of branch banking, and that this 
diversity of opinion exists largely among 
bankers themselves. He declared his be- 
lief that it will come, because ull 
banks will find it economical and profit- 
able. He then reviewed the history of 
braneh banking in the United States before 
the civil war, enumerating the systems of 
the first and second banks of the United 
States and those of the State banks of In- 
diana, Ohio, and Iowa. Commenting on 
their success, he said: 

‘*The five groups of banks here enumer- 
ated had one hundred and one branches. 
They existed at various times from the 
foundation of the Government to the end 
of the civil war, during a period of great 
disorder in banking, amounting at times 
to financial chaos. There were five gen- 
eral bank suspensions trom 1791 to 1861. 
Not one of these banks or branches failed 
during that period.” 

_ The branch banking systems of Canada, 
Scotland, France, and Germany were de- 
scribed. Continuing, he said: 

“Of course it would not be practiced if 
it were not profitable. If it is profitable 
in Canada, in Great Britain, and on the 
Continent of Europe, it would probably 
be sa here. So the question before us is 
whether the law ought to prohibit a kind 
ef banking which would be advantageous 
to the persons engaged in it, which is not 
dishonorable in itself, which is practiced 
in all other countries, and which was ex- 
tensively practiced here before the National 
bank act was passed.” 


ANSWERS TO OBJECTIONS 


Mr. White then proceeded to answer some 
f the objections to branch banking. He 
said: 

‘It may be said that if branch banking 
were permitted the large banks would open 
beaaiinn in the small towns, and take 
away the business of existing banks. They 
ould do so only by offering loans at Jower 
rates to the business community, or by 
giving them better terms in exchange for 
their deposits. Competition is alwavs in- 
convenient, and we need not expect 10 
make it look attractive to any class, 
whether bankers or others; but competi- 

tion is not to be avoided by preventing 
branch banking under the national system. 
New State banks are starting up all the 
time in places where national banks exist. 
I have a book which tells how Mr. W. 8. 
Witham of Atlanta, Ga., has started 
twenty-six banks as bré anches of a parent 
bank in Atlanta, of which he is the Presi- 
dent. These are not national banks, but 
they are competing banks all the same. 
This, however, is only a symptom of a 
mightier, movement in the way bank 
extension now going on. Scarcely a duy 
passes that we do not read of some exist- 
ing bank ‘passing under the control of a 
larger one. During ‘the past six months 
there has been much quiet absorption of 
small banks in New York city by iurge 
ones, but latterly the process has been 
extended to banks outside of the city and 
outside of the State.” 

Mr. White quoted a speech by Congress- 
man Hill of Connecticut, in which he pre- 
sented figures showing the percentage of 
cost of loans in banks of large and of small 

capital respectively. He continued: Ac- 
conding to reports compiled by the Con- 
troller’s office, the percentage of expense 
to loans in ten large New York City banks 
was 1.68; in ten New England banks of 
$100,000 capital each it was 3.94; in ten 
banks of $50,000 each in Iowa and Nebraska 
it was 5. 33, and in ten banks of $25,000 each 
in various parts of the country it was 7.00 
each. The wonder is that these banks of 
$25,000 capital can exist at all, when it 
costs them $7 on each $100 that they Jend 
for one year. If all the banking business 
in the United States could be done at the 
Same percentage of cost as ‘the ten large 
banks in New York City, Mr. Hill shows 
that the annual saving to be divided be- 
tween the banks and their customers would 
be upward of $53,000,000 in a single year. 

Another objection urged against branch 
banks is that they will draw away all the 
pooner from the smal! towns and use it in 
large cities. This objection is not in har- 
pony with the one which says that the 
large city banks will send so much money 
into the small towns through the branches 
and will lend at such low rates that exist- 
ing banks cannot make a living. We might 
leave these two classes of objectors to neu- 
tralize each other, but my opinion is that 
the flow of capital to and from the small 
town under the branch system will bear 
pretty close relation to the demand. 

‘A third objection against branch banking 
urged with some plausibility at the present 
time is that if it q's permitted all the banks 
will be consolidated into a gigantic trust, 
so that nobody can get any money except 
on terms dictated by a few powerful mag- 
nates. In reply to this we might point to 
the examples of other countries where 
branch banking has full swing. In Canada, 
in Great Britain, in France, and Germany 
there is not the smallest sign of a * money 
trust,’ although trusts and monopolies in 
other trades are plentiful. On the contrary, 
the sharpest rivairy exists in the competi- 
tion for deposits and for loans and dis- 
counts, and the rate of interest there tends 
downward rather than upward. 

“ Another argument against branch bank- 
ing, a sort of corollary of the one preced- 
ing. is that it tends to subvert free insti- 
tutions. I have read with attention a re- 
cent speech by Mr. McAshan of the South 
Texas National Bank on this subject. He 

ives us an interesting discourse on Gov- 
rnments, ancient and modern, monarchical, 
oligarchical, and democratic, and teiis us, 
in so many words, that ‘ branch banking 
and asset currency is one move in the gen- 
eral direction of usurpation of privileges 
concentration of wealth, monopoly of 
money, and eventually the control of the 
Government and the pauperizing of the 
people.” But if money cannot be monopo- 
lized—and I have already shown that it can- 
not—Mr. McAshan’s fears are groundless 
and our liberties are not threatened in that 


DEFECTS OF OUR SYSTEM.

“The principal defect of our Natiomal 


bank system is the rigidity of its note-cir- 
culation. In a broad sense, the volume sof 
notes is regulated, not by the wants of 
trade, not by the amount or kind of com- 
mercial paper offered for discount, but by 
the market price of United States bonds. 
Even if the bonds were sufficient in amount 
and satisfactory in price, the note circu- 
lation would still be lacking in the elas- 
ticity which should characterize a goo 
system. By elasticity is meant the capaci- 
ty to increase or diminish in volume in ac- 
_— with the needs of the communi- 
and simultaneously therewith. 

“Note issuing is, to the banker, simply a 
question of profit. V he buys bonds ana 
deposits them in the “Treasury as security 
for circulation, he virtually buys notes 
from the Government, and his question is 
whether he can get more profit by such an 
investment than by using his capital in 
other ways. His gains arise only from the 
average argount of his notes which the pub- 
lic will take and hold. 
be some notes in transit to Washington for 
redemption and thence back to the bank,

During this period 
they are unproductive capit: Therefore, 
the banker will take from the Government 
no more notes than he thinks he can keep 
in circulation. He will hold none for emer- 
gencies.”’

by the annual crop movement. Continu- 
ing, he said: 

“The annual crop movement in Canada 
is marked by an expansion of the note cir- 
culation, while no such thing takes place 
in the United States. What occurs among 
us is a movement of the currency itself 
from one part of the country to another, 
or from the commercial centres to the 
farming districts, and a reverse movement 
after the bulk of the autumnal grain and 
cotton is sold and housed. This money has 
to be carried long distances and guarded at 
considerable expense and with loss of intér- 
est, and these costs fall upon the agricul- 
tural community, since the work of mov- 
ing must be compensated out of the things 
moved. In Canada it costs Sores to keep 
banknotes in the bank's vaults from one 
crop-moving season to the next. Accord- 
ingly they are always on hand at the places 
where they are wanted.” 

He declared that our National bank cur- 
rency fails to keep pace with the Nation's 
growth. He said: 

‘Our National bank currency not only 
fails to meet the varying demands of the 
seasons, but fails to keep pace with the 
Nation's arowth in population and com- 
merce. The volume of banknotes reached 
its maximum, $358,742,034, in 1882. _ Then it 
began to shrink. In 1892 it had fallen to 
$172,683,8%), or about one-half the sum out- 
standing ten years earlier. In 1893 a rise 
began and continued till 1909, when it was 
accelerated by a change of the law, which 
authorized an addition of 10 per cent. to 
the currency issuable on the security 
bonds. The net amount was thus brought 
up to $23,863,597 on Sept. 30, 1901, which 
is $30,000,000 less, however, than the 
amount in circulation twenty years ago. 
Now a fresh decline has begun. Banks are 
allowed to retire their circulation, at a rate 
not exceeding in the aggregate $3,000,000 
per month. Nearly $17,000,000 has been 
thus retired during the six months ending 
March 31, 1902." 

The best plan for securing the needed 
change in our system, Mr. White said, is 
the one presented by the Indianapolis Mon- 
etary Commission. Proceeding, he said: 


THE INDIANAPOLIS PLAN. 


“Under this plan banknotes are to be a 
first lien on the assets of the issuing bank, 
including the personal Hability of the 
shareholders The superior claims of note- 


holders over the depositors of a bank rest 
upon the fact that the societary movement 
cannot go on without a currency, and that 
the very term ‘currency’ implies that 
whatever passes from hand to hand shall be 
accepted without hesitation or dispute. This 
cannot be the case with a banknote if 
there is any doubt about its goodness. 
Therefore, the first step to be taken by a 
Government which authorizes the issuing 
of notes to circulate as money is to pro- 
vide that they shall be worth what they 
purport to be. The Government has so pro- 
vided in the existing law, by requiring that 
a sufficient portion. of the assets of each 
note-issuing bank shall first be set aside 
and held in the Treasury for the redemption 
of its notes If the preference given to 
noteholders in the Indianapolis plan is re- 
garded as an injustice to depositors, the 
same injustice exists under the terms of 
the present law. 

‘The goodness of the currency is still 
further secured in the Indianapolis plan by 
a banknote guaranty fund equal to 5 per 
cent. of all the outstanding circulation, to 
be held in the Treasury for the redemption 
of the notes of failed banks. A guaranty 
fund of 5 per cent. on the present circula- 
tion of National banks would be upward of 
$15,000,000. The total circulation of banks 
that have failed during the forty years that 
the system has been in force has been only 
$23,559,915. The assets of these banks, in- 
cluding the contributions of shareholders, 
have yielded this sum minus $1,352,612. <A 
guaranty fund of one-half of 1 per cent. 
would have covered this loss. 

“Tf the fund is at any time reduced below 
5 per cent. of alk outstanding circulation, 
the Controller of the Currency is to make 
an assessment on the banks, in proportion 
to their notes, to replenish it. The plan 
contemplates the substitution of the guar- 
anty fund in place of the existing bond 
security, by the gradual withdrawal of the 
latter, so that at the end of ten years from 
the passage of the act no bond deposit shall 
be required. The,existing provision of law, 
by which all Natlonal banks are compelled 
to receive the notes of other banks at par 
in the payment of debts to themselves, is 
to remain in force; also the provision by 
which the Government is required to re- 
ceive banknotes at par for all public dues 
except duties on imports. The proposed 
bill repeals that portion of the present law 
which provides that National banknotes 
shall be received at par for all debts owing 
by the United States. Therefore every hold- 
er of a failed banknote can pay it to the 
Government at par, and the Government 
cannot pay it to anybody without the con- 
sent of the payee. 

‘*No person or corporation could lose 
anything by such notes, nor could the Gov- 
ernment itself lose by them. Ordinarily it 
would pass the banknetes received in the 
course of business on to the Redemption Bu- 
reau at Washington, and there obtain legal- 
tender money for them. Any failed bank- 
notes received would be passed into the 
guaranty fund, where legal-tender money 
would™be obtained for them. In case of 
a deficiency in the latter fund, the power 
of requiring fresh contributions would re- 
main; but the experience of the past as- 
sures us that no such deficiency would 
occur.” 

Concluding, Mr. White said: 

ADVANTAGES OF BRANCH BANKS. 

“The advantages of branch banking are 
briefly these: I. Other things being equal, 
two banks joined together are stronger 
than one, and three are stronger than two. 
Branch banking is not a guarantee against 
bad banking and internal rot, but it is a 
protection against accidents and external 
calamities. It is another illustration of the 
familiar proverb, ‘In union there is 
strength.’ 

“II. For this reason the public have great- 
er confidence in a union of banks than in 
the same number of banks taken separate- 
ly. Branch banking would, therefore, im- 
prove the credit of the banks so allied, 
and increase their deposits. This advan- 
tage would accrue more particularly to the 
branch bank, or the small country bank 
taken into the system, than to the parent 
bank in the city.

Knowledge of 
the demand and supply of money would be 
quickly conveyed from the branch at the 
small town to the parent bank in the city, 
and funds could be quickly transferred to 
the branch, either from the 
from any other branch where the demand 
was less pressing. and vice versa.”

Those of Western Roads Consider Re- 
fusal of Eastern Connections to 
Share Shipment Reductions.

CHICAGO, May 13.—Traffic officials of 
the Western roads at a meeting held to- 
day considered the refusal of their Eastern 
connections to participate with them in the 
reductions they’ have announced on wheat 
and flour shipments from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to the Atlantic. seaboard. 

The Eastern roads demand a higher rate 
on export flour than on export wheat. The 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and some of the 
other roads contend that the rates on those 
articles should be the same, and they are 
making the same rates now. 

Propositions for the adjustment of the 
trouble were considered. One was to cancel 
the twenty-and-one-half-cent rate on 
wheat-fleur for export from the twin citie 
to New York and make it 23 cents. Anothe 
Was to cancel the present rate of July 1. 
Both propositions were lost. and the indica- 
tions are that Western roads will continue 
to make the equalized rates.

Nursery Bred Colt Cleverly Captured 
the Baychester Stakes at the Mor- 
ris Park Race Track. 








The unexpected happened so often at the 
Morris Park race track yesterday that the 
element described as the “talented divis- 
ion’ became afflicted with a sort of verti- 
go early in the afternoon and finished the 
| day in a state of mind that might be de- 
fined as chaotic. The small minority of 
the general public which still treats horse 
racing as a sport, with gambling as a side 
issue, and so is heedless of tips and form, 
had all the best’of the day’s results, for the 
winners, straight through, were of the va- 
riety that the professional betting crowd 
ignored. 

The race for the New Rochelle took prece- 
dence as the feature of the day’s card, as it 
brought out the best class of horses that 
ran in the course of the day, Clarence H. 
Mackay’'s fast mare, Kamara, in with light 
weight, being made the favorite. The 
knowing element ignored the fast filly Hat- 
sister to the great two-year-old of 
two seasons ago, Mesmerist, but the Feath- 
erstone Stable, by which Hatasoo was 
started, did not overlook her chances. 
Though the form followers would have none 
of her, the public, taking the filly on faith 


asoo, 


last year, bet on her with enough confi- 
dence to keep her. second choice throughout 
the betting. When it came to racing, Hat- 


asoo made a ects of her field. She 
broke out of the crowd at the lifting of 
the barrier, with all the speed that she 


showed at her best last season, and before 
a sixteenth of a mile had been covered 
was lengths clear of her opponents and still 
going away. The further they went the 
further off was Hatasoo, and from end to 
end the Featherstone filly held her advan- 
tage, winning at the finish, pulled up, by a 
length and a half in the fastest time that 
seven furlongs has been run at the meeting. 

For the Baychester Stakes, J. B. Hag- 
gin's Water Boy was always the favorite, 
Odom being up on him instead of the stable 
jockey, Wonderly, as the latter asked to be 
excused, saying that Water Boy was too 
heavy headed for him, and alleging that 
the peculiarities of Water Boy were re- 
sponsible for the disqualification of that 
colt last week. Under Odom Water Boy 
raced no better than he did for Wonderly. 
Again he showed a disposition to lag in the 


first part of the contest, and though he 
closed determinedly at the end, made his 
effort too late. Saturday set the pace for 


the first three furlongs and then shut up, 
Namtor, second fer that distance, then tak- 
ing command and leading to the end. On 
the straight Grand Opera and Water Boy 
went on after Namtor and, closing steadily, 
brought the leader to a drive at the last 
furlong pole, where every horseman 
among the spectators expected to see Nam- 
tor quit. The Belmont colt deceived them 
this once, for though he shrank under the 
whip and seemed ready to give it up, he 
came again the moment that Bullman put 
up his whip, and actually drawing away 
at the end won handily by a length and a 
half from Grand Opera, who beat Water 
Boy a head for the second money.

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JEWISH BUTCHERS TO REOPEN. 


Decision Reached After a Conference 
with the Wholesalers, Who Made 
Certain Concessions. 


The Hebrew Retail Butchers’ Association, 
the members of which have kept their 
stores closed during the past few days on 
the lower east side, in the effort to force 
the wholesale dealers to reduce the prices 
on the kosher beef, yesterday agreed to 
reopen all their stores to-day. 

A meeting which 800 of the boycotters 
attended was held yesterday in New Irving 
Hall, on Broome Street. Representatives 
from the wholesalers were present, among 
them being Ferdinand Sulzberger of the 
firm of Schwarzschild & Sulzberger; Isaac 
Blumenthal, President the United 
Dressed Beef Company, and Joseph Stern 
of the firm of Stern Brothers. Other small 
firms also were represented. Joseph Gold- 
man of 110 Suffolk Street, the President 
of the Retail Association, presided. 

30th Mr. Blumenthal and Mr. Sulzberger 
addressed the butchers on behalf of the 
wholesalers. They told them that it was 
impossible to reduce the price of beef, as 
they were paying more than formerly, and 


were obliged to raise the prices. The mat- 
ter of Sunday closing was also considered, 


of 


and many speeches denouncing it were 
delivered. 
Some concessions made by the whole- 


salers were that they would not sell meat 
to speculators—butchers who buy in small 
quantities to sell to others of their trade, 
and known as middlemen—and that begin- 
ning next week the wholesalers would buy 
‘wurst’? meat from the Jewish butchers 
exclusively. They also agreed to send the 
association the list of names of butchers 
who buy “trafe’’ ‘meat, which is meat 
not inspected by the representatives of the 
rabbi, and who sell it for kosher. 

The question of co-operation by the small 
butchers was also discussed and received 
much encouragement. The plan is to con- 
solidate wherever there are more than 
three stores in a block, thus saving the 
cost of rent, gas, and ice. : 

Mr. Goldman said that the association 
had found it useless to keep its stores 
closed, as the people suffered the most, and 
other butchers were profiting by the boy- 
cott. Customers, he said, were besieging 
the stores, inquiring when they would open. 
Poultry, on account of the great demand, 
had got beyond the means of the people.

LEADER KEATING RESIGNS. 


Stormy Meeting of Twentieth District 


Tammany Organization. 

The Twentieth Assembly District Tam- 
many organization, of which district Rich- 
ard Croker was once the leader, held an 
exciting session last evening in the Tam- 
many Central Club, in Thirty-second Street, 
near Third Avenue.

MAGISTRATES ILLEGAL 


Court of Appeals Says the Law Is 
Unconstitutional. 


Appointees of Mayor Van Wyck Wiil 
Return to Office— Kings County 
Democratic Leaders Are Jubilant. 


The Court of Appeals yesterday rendered 
a decision declaring the law under which 
City Magistrates were elected in Brooklyn 
last Fall to be unconstitutional. This set- 
tles the question in favor of the Magis- 
trates appointed by Mayor Van Wyck in 
the Spring of last year. 

The effect of the decision is to put out of 
office all the City Magistrates elected in 
the Borough of Brooklyn last Autumn and 
to restore to office the Van Wyck ap- 
pointees. The Magistrates restored, all of 
whom are Democrats, are Edward J. Doo- 
ley, E. Gaston Higginbotham, James G. 
Tighe, Frank E. O'Reilly, John Naumer, 
and Henry J. Furlong. Tighe, besides hav- 
ing been appointed by Mayor Van Wyck, 
was elected to succeed himself. 

The Magistrates whose election is ren- 
dered void by the decision are Raymond V. 
Ingersoll, Charles Devoy, William Kramer, 
Watter L. Durack, William Watson, J. 
Lott Nostrand, and William Brennan. 
Brennan was elected on the Democratic 
ticket and the others on the Fusion ticket. 

The Magistrates appointed by Mayor Van 
Wyck will probably resume their places on 
the bench as soon as the decision of the 
Court of Appeals is filed in the office of 
the County Clerk of Kings County, which 
will be in a day or two. 

The Democratic leaders of Brooklyn were 
elated yesterday over the decision of the 
court, while the Republican politicians 
were correspondingly depressed. The local 
Republican leaders were made particularly 
unhappy because of the fact that the legis- 
lation which nas now been declared uncon- 
stitutional was promoted by them. 

There was some talk among the Repub- 
licans yesterday of having Gov. Odell call 
an extraordinary session of the Legislature 
to repeal all the laws affecting City Magis- 
trates and enact one giving power to Mayor 
Low to a a Magistrates in all the bor- 
oughs of the city. It is not believed, how- 
ever, that the Governor could be induced 
to call an extra session of the Legislature 
for this purpose, but that the matter will 
be taken up at the next regular session of 
that body. 

Judge .Werner; writing the prevailing 
opinion of the Court of Appeals, expresses 
the belief that the yg by Van 
Wyck were valid for the full term of ten | 
years. Brooklyn Republicans, however, are 
of the opinion that the Magistrates will be 
legislated out of office next year, when, 
they believe, a law will be paced provid- 
ing for the appointment of Magistrates in 
all the boroughs by the Mayor. Under the 
present law they are appointed in Manhat- 
tan, but elected in Brooklyn. 

One of the chief questions involved in the 
case just decided was the right of the Leg- 
islature to provide for the appointment of 
Magistrates in one part of the city and for 
their election in another part of the city. 
Another. question raised was whether a 
Magistrate could be elected in one Congres- 
sional district to serve in other sections of 
the city than that for which he was elect- 
ed. In Brooklyn the Magistrates rotate 
monthly. 

The suit which has just been decided was 
begun by the appointed Magistrates after 
an exciting scramble to secure possession 
of the police courts on the part of the rival 
sets of Magistrates. The old Magistrates 
barricaded themselves in the courtrooms, 
where they were besieged by the elected 
Magistrates. 

After a series of rows and clashes legal 
settlement of the trouble was sought. Quo 
warranto proceedings were taken to test 
the title to office of the elected Magis- 
trates, who, were in the meant{me allowed 
to sit as Magistrates. The Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Camrt, Brooklyn, de- 
cided in favor of the old Magistrates, whjch 
decision is now confirmed by the Court of 
Appeals. 


Preparations at the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church — Question of 
the Moderatorship. 


There was great activity at the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, at Fifty-fifth 
Street, yesterday, where the committee in 
charge were looking after arriving Com- 
missioners to the General Assembly, which 
will hold its first session to-morrow morn- 
ing in that church. As fast as the dele- 
gates arrived they were assigned by rep- 
resentatives of the Hospitality Committee 
to the Murray Hill, Earlington, Empire, or 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, or to private houses. 
The delegates are to be entertained here 
without expense to themselves. 

The Fifth Avenue Church, the largest 
edifice in the country of the Presbyterian 
denomination, is being especially fitted up 
to house the General Assembly. As a large 
portion of to-morrow’s session will be de- 
votional, no platform will be built until 


Friday morning. A large rostrum will be 
erected then for the use of the Moderator, 
clerks, and speakers of the Assembly. 

Commissioners to the Assembly are to 
occupy 600 seats in the body of the church. 
There will be room for about 1,400 visitors 
in the body of the auditorium and the gal- 
lery. In the building there are a number 
of chapels, Sunday schoo] rooms, &c., 
which have been fitted up as writing, read- 
ing, and committee rooms. There is also a 
fully equipped Post Office, telegraph, and 
telephone office. A _ religious bookstore 
will be another accompaniment. 

Arriving delegates talk more of the Mod- 
eratorship than of anything else as yet. 
The revision of the treed is still in the 
background, so far as discussion goes. The 
principal development of yesterday in the 
contest for the Moderatorship was the 
withdrawal of the Rey. Dr. Stuart 
Dodge, by many regarded as the favorite 
candidate. He jet it be known that under 
no circumstances would he accept the of- 
fice. 

It also developed that the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke would certainly attend the Gen- 
era] Assembly. Dr. Van Dyke had been 
elected an alternate Commissioner from 
the New Brunswick (N. J.) Presbytery. 
The Rey. Dr. John Dixon, the principal 
returned his commission 
yesterday, and Dr. Van Dyke will hold it. 
That leaves the following cangidates still 
actively in the field: The Rev."Dr. Wilson 
Phraner, the Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, 
the Rev. Dr. Howard Duffield, the Rev. 
Dr. R. S. Holmes, and the Rev. Dr. David 
A. Kerr.

General Theological Seminary 
Trustees Nonplused. 


He Refuses to Vacate Ecclesiastical 
History Chair—They Request Him 
to Retire on a Pension. 


Bishop Worthington of Nebraska, Bishop 
Doane of Albany, the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix 
of Trinity Church, Dean Hoffman, Bishop 
Seymour of Springfield, lll., and thirty 
other Bishops and prominent dignitaries of 
the Episcopal Church, forming the Board of 
Trustees of the General Theological Semi- 
nary, met in the seminary ‘on Chelsea 
Square yesterday and for four hours tried 
to devise means of getting the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Richey out of the Chair of Eccle- 
siastical History. They failed, and finally 
adjourned after unanimously requesting 
the minister to resign on a pension of half 
his salary, before Sept. 1. He gets $4,000 a 
year, and says he has no intention of re- 
signing. 

Though it was the annual meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the seminary, little 
other business was transacted than the dis- 
cussion of Dr. Richey'’s case. Bishop 
Worthington presided. The Bishops and 
ministers at once took up the long-pending 
question of getting Dr. Richey out. The 
board has not full power over the profes- 
sorships, or Dr. Richey would have had to 
vacate his office. There is a clause in the 
seminary constitution relating to professors 


being penetoned at the age of seventy 
years, but it did not make it obligatory on 
a professor to resign until a few years ago, 
when the Trustees made it read that way. 
Dr. Richey, however, has been connected 
with the institution over a quarter of a 
century, and the terms under which he be- 
came the occupant of the Chair of Eccle- 
siastical History practically give him the 
option of relinquishing it at his own will. 

It was with these obstacles before them 
that some time ago the board formulated 
charges against Dr. Richey. He was 
charged with remaining away from lect- 
ures, with not occupying his place for 
weeks at a time, and with being too aged 
and ‘infirm properly to conduct the duties of 
his position. 

These charges were made known to the 
minister after he had been asked to resign, 
and had refused. He wrote a letter to the 
board, which was read at yesterday's meet- 
ing. In it Dr. Richey stated that he had 
not been absent from lectures for any 
great length of time or for any peridd 
which could be construed as interfering 
with his conduct of the,professorship; he 
denied that he had absehted himself from 
lectures so often as improperly to hinder 
the progress of the students, and he flatly 
refused to resign because of age or infirm- 
ity, denying that his faculties were in the 
slightest measure impaired, and declaring 
that he felt bound to carry on the work of 
his professorship for the good of the stu- 
dents. 

Dr. Richey sent the letter because he is 
ill at his home. Otherwise, he said, he 
would have appeared in person to defend 
himself. 

The Rey. Dr. Harris of Scarborough, N. 
Y.,, Secretary of the board, refused to tell 
whb favored Dr. Richey, but he said it had 
been unanimously decided to ask him to re- 
sign. He would not give a verbatim copy 
of Dr. Richey’s letter. He also said when 
asked what would be done if Dr. Richey 
still refused to resign that the board did 
not cross any bridges until it came to them. 

The Rev. Herbert M. Denslow, rector of 
St. John’s Church, Lafayette. Ind., was 
elected Professor of Pastoral Theology of 
the General Theological Seminary. He 
was nominated by Bishop Hall of Vermont, 
and seconded by —- Doane of Albany. 
Dr. Denslow was born in Lynn, Mass., and 
was graduated from Yale-in 1873. 


IN THE SHOPS. 

Within the last tew years everything has 
been reversed and nothing seems to be 
quite in its normal condition in the way of 
wearing apparel.

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THE BEEF PACKERS’ CONSPIRACY. 

The Government's petition for an in- 
junction to restrain the so-called Beef 
Trust from doing business in violation 
of the act of July 2, 1890, sets up two 
grounds of action, each of which is the 
direct opposite of the other. It is com- 
plained, on the one hand, that the of- 
fending combination, in pursuance of its 
unlawful agreement, sometimes bids too 
low for live stock in the open markets, 
and on the other hand that it sometimes 
bids too high. 

But for this agreement, says the peti- 
tion, the firms of Swirr, HamMMonp, 
ARMOUR, CUDAHY, and the other firms, 
corporations, and persons engaged in 
buying, slaughtering, and shipping to 
market and controlling 60 per cent. of 
the fresh meat trade of the country, 
“would be and remain in free and unre- 
strained competition with each other.” 
They have, however, engaged in an un- 
lawful combination and conspiracy 
among themselves by directing their re- 
spective purchasing agents at the stock 
yards in various cities and States “to 
refrain from bidding against each other 
except perfunctorily and without good 
faith when making purchases of such 
live stock on behalf of the said defend- 
ants respectively and by this means in- 
ducing and compelling such owners of 
such live stock to part with the same 
at. such stock yards and open markets 
at prices less than they would there re- 
ceive if such bidding were really com- 
petitive,” 

In further violation of the act of July 
2, 1890, these defendants, 


to obtain for themselves and each other 
undue advantage over the owners and 
shippers thereof in the buying of the same 
at the said several stock yards and open 
markets, have engaged in and intend to 
continue an unlawful combination and con- 
race. among themselves for bidding up, 
through their respective purchasing agents, 
the prices of live stock for a few days at 
a time at the said stock yards and open 
markets, so that the market reports will 
show prices much higher than the state 
of the trade will warrant, and thereby in- 
ducing owners of such live stock in divers 
other of the said States and Territories 
to simultaneously make large shipments 
of such live stock from such other States 
and Territories to such stock yards and 
open markets, instead of shipping the same 
at more natural and advantageous times in 
the due and proper course of such trade 
and business, and by this means and by 
reason of the resulting large offerings there 
of such live stock (and by thereupon re- 
fraining from bidding against each other 
for the same) obtaining such live stock at 
prices much I¢ss than it would bring in 
the regular way of trade if such combi- 
nation and conspiracy were not so engaged 
in and continued. 


If one of these grounds of complaint is 
valid, it would appear, at first blush, as 
if the other must be not so. It might be 
unlawful to depress prices by agreement, 
but how can it be wrong to run up the 
bidding, giving to the seller a higher 
price than the market warrants? Nev- 
ertheless, viewing these two acts in their 
relation to each other as logical parts of 
a conspiraey, each serving and abetting 
a desired end, to wit, the buying of the 
year’s supply of live stock at a lower 
average price than that at which it 
would be obtainable under free competi- 
tion, the court might hold that they 
were both unlawful and in restraint of 
trade. But before that position is taken 
the court must determine whether two 
men or forty men can be forbidden by 
law to refrain from bidding against each 
other at auction or in any public market: 
and whether the law may forbid two 
men or forty men to bid up to high' and 
unreasonable prices the products offered 
in the open market. If the petitioners’ 
prayer for the discovery of the books 
and papers of the defendants should re- 
sult in the production in court of a writ- 
ten agreement to do these things for the 
avoidance of competition, the case would 
be made out. It is most unlikely that 
any such record of agreement exists. 
The court will be thrown back upon in- 
ference of motive, and there it will find 
itself on dangerous ground. If the acts 
of the purchasing agents of the Beef 
Trust are contrary to law, where is the 
line to be drawn? It is a common prac- 
tice for buyers to agree not to bid against 
each other, more common still for them 
in the rivalry of the bidding to be car- 
ried beyond the value of the commodity. 
If the courts begin to infer unlawful mo- 
tives from such acts a public vendue 
may come to be looked upon as a place 
of considerable peril. The Judges of the 
Circuit Court for the Northern District 
of Illinois may personally suspect the 
motives and abhor the practices of the 
packers, but they will hardly render 
a decision that will interfere with the 
liberty of contract and the freedom of 


trade. 

There is one allegation of the petition 
that, if proved, should have consequences 
more stern and far-reaching than the 
assue of an injunction. It is charged 
that the defendants in their contracts 
with the @ailroads for the shipment of 
meats “have all and each engaged in 
and will continue arrangements and 
agreements with divers officers and 
agents of such common carriers where- 
by said defendants were to receive and 


| have received and will continue to re- 
ceive by means of rebates and other de- 
vices unlawful rates for such transpor- 
tation much less than said lawful rates.” 
The lawful rates are the rates published 
under the provisions of the Inter-State 
Commerce act. The giving of a lower 
rate to any favored shipper, either by 
secret rebate or any other device, is a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment. This is one of the most 
common and to the people and the pub- 
lic interest one of the most wrongful and 
injurious abuses of corporate privilege. 
If as a consequence of this action rail- 
road officers or agents can be convicted 
of the offense of giving secret rebates to 
the beef packers, every, right-thinking 
man will hope that the full penalty of 
the law may be visited upon them. ~

RELIEF FOR THE STRICKEN ISLANDS 

Those who are engaged in organizing 
expeditions for the relief of the suffering 
survivors of the frightful calamity which 
has destroyed St. Pierre and necessitated 
the evacuation of St. Vincent by all who 
can get away do not need to be remind- 
ed of the exigency of the conditions 
which it is sought to relieve. The burn- 
ing of a city, in whole or in part, pre- 
sents no features comparable to those ex- 
isting on Martinique. When a city burns 
the population can get away and dis- 
tribute itseif in the surrounding country. 
Some loss of life will be inevitable, but 
for those who escape the discomfort is 
seldom intensified by even the menace of 
starvation. In the case of a large part 
of Martinique, however, the earth itself 
has been destroyed. Its fruitful fields 
have been obliterated, and no spot prob- 
ably remains where even a little com- 
pany of human beings could be sustained. 
The streams are undrinkable, and nothing 
remains upon which living things can 
subsist. These conditions exist over 
the entire north end of the island, at 
least. The survivors of Le Precheur and 
other villages are making their way to 
Fort de France, where there is not 
enough food for them and no opportunity 
to procure additional supplies quickly. 
If any remain alive in or near St. Pierre, 
which is doubtful, their condition must 
be dreadful beyond comprehension. To 
save them, relief must be provided imme- 
diately. It is not a matter of weeks, or 
even days, but of hours. What we are 
sending from this and other Atlantic 
ports will be needed when it is received, 
but the run from New York to St. Pierre 
cannot be made in less than five days, 
and possibly six. The Gulf ports are 
much nearer, and should be called upon 
to do what they can. It might be a good 
plan to forward supplies and relief by 
rail to Miami and ship from there by 
water by any vessels available. Fortu- 
nately, a ship loaded with the usual 
staples of Martinique imports sailed from 
here on the Gth inst., and is due on 
Wednesday or Thursday. The diffi- 
culty in her case, however, would seem 
to be to get her master instructions 
which will relieve him from responsibil- 
ity to the owners of her cargo. No doubt 
this will somehow be done. 

To locate, purchase, and direct the dis- 
position of what exists in one part of 
the world and 1s needed in @nother part 
is an ordinary commercial operation. It 
must be followed in this instance. No 
great food surplus is likely to be found 
at any of the West Indian ports, but 
what there is should be gathered up and 
hurried forward. In organizing and 
directing this work our great merchants 
have opportunity to apply in the cause 
of humanity the foresight and the meth- 
ods which make for success in trade. 
Distances cannot be shortened nor trans- 
portation materially facilitated. Gov- 
ernment machinery necessarily acts 
slowly, and the liberal appropriations 
which are being made from public funds 
will do great good—chiefly, perhaps, in 
assisting the deportation of those who 
must seek homes elsewhere and in meet- 
ing needs beyond those of the moment. 

In the exigent emergency which con- 

the work of the Chamber of 
Commerce can best be done in ways 
quite different from those usually fol- 
lowed in relieving distress from fire, 
flood, or famine. There is no time for 
perfunctory committee work, and less 
for the accumulation of a fund by the 
slow process of invitation and subscrip- 
tion. Recourse should be had to the 
cables, and everything available which 
is near at hand should be ordered for- 
ward by the quickest means at com- 
mand. Whoever takes the responsibil- 
ity of doing this may confidently count 
upon the approval and co-operation of 
his associates in the enlightened mem- 
bership of that representative body of 
public-spirited citizens.

HELP OR HINDER ? 

There was one point of exceeding force 
—indeed, there were many, but this was 
of especial pertinence—in the speech of 
Mr. ForaKER in the Senate on Monday 
on the Philippines bill. 

It was this, that the opponents of the 
bill were delaying and as far as possible 
preventing the only measures now prac- 
ticable for the promotion of the very end 
they profess to seek. This is a fact to 
which we have al®eady drawn repeated 
attention. The opponents of the Admin- 
istration profess to seek, and many of 
them sincerely desire, self-government 
for the Filipinos. They insist that 
the only method to secure self-govern- 
ment is through independence. Now, 
there are two ways of regarding 
this proposition. One is with reference 
to the probability or feasibility of grant- 
ing independence. The other is with re- 
gard to the probable consequences of in- 
dependence, if it were granted. 

Obviously, if it is not now feasible to 
secure independence, then to insist on 
this, and on this alone, is to delay the de- 
gree of self-government that can be at- 
tained. It is perfectly certain that inde- 
pendence will not be extended to the 
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Philippines unless there can be a change 
in the party in power in Congress and 
in the Executive. That means that it 
cannot be accomplished under three 
years at the earliest, and cannot then 
be accomplished without a revolution in 
the sentiment of the country which at 
present no one expects; and of which 
there is not the slightest sign. In order 
to secure an overturn of the policy of 
the Government in this regard there 
must be not only, a change in parties, 
but a change on the special issue of the 
independence of the Philippines. Our 
own judgment, carefully formed on such 
information as is now available, is that 
on this issue the majority against that 
policy would be overwhelming. In order 
to win on that issue, not only a consid- 
erable part of the Republicans would 
have to be converted, but a very large 
part of the Democrats as well. The 
Democratic Party is, in fact, so divided 
on the matter that if the party should 
win on any other issue or issues, its 
President and its representatives in Con- 
gress would in all probability be entirely 
unable to agree on any set of measures 
even looking toward independence of the 
Philippines. 

But let us suppose for a moment that 
it would be politically feasible to grant 
independence to the Filipinos. What 
would be the effect of that policy on the 
attainment of orderly and just and effi- 
cient self-government? What, indeed, 
would be the effect on the mere personal 
liberty of the inhabitants of the islands? 
We shall be told that these are questions 
which the Filipinos must answer for 
themselves; that it is none of our con- 
cern what would be the consequences; 
that the people are entitled to control 
their own destinies, and we have no 
right to dictate to them what their sys- 
tem of government shall be. The an- 
swer does not seem very complete. It 
seems, indeed, to beg the whole question. 
As a matter of fact, we know, from the 
testimony of Americans in responsible 
authority there, especially from Judge 
Tart and his associates, that the with- 
drawal of the American Government in 
the islands would be followed by civil 
war resulting from the efforts of ambi- 
tious leaders to set up control of the 
most despotic nature in the various local- 
ities and provinces. So far from inde- 
pendence, were it feasible, securing self- 
government for the Filipinos, it wouid 
consign them to chaos tempered by tyr- 
anny. 

On the other hand, we have in the bill 
now before the Senate a well-matured 
plan to extend self-government gradual- 
ly as fast and as far as it is found safe 
to extend it. In the meantime, this plan 
provides for the preservation of order, 
for the establishment of courts, in fart 
with native Judges; for municipal bodies 
with native representation, for taxation 
by popular vote, for the creation and 
maintenance of schools, for the sanita- 
tion of towns, for the promotion of in- 
dustry, and for the conversion of the 
friars’ lands into small holdings with 
native tenants or owners. Here is a 
definite, substantial, progressive, and 
prudent plan for the establishment of 
responsible self-government under con- 
ditions which secure present safety and 
future advancement. If it is defective in 
any regard, let it be improved. If there 
are errors in it, let them be corrected. 
But in the name of patriotism and fair- 
ness let it be treated for what it really is, 
let its aim be recognized and let that aim 
be promoted, not hindered. 


“ONE TOUCH OF NATURE.” 

Nothing could have been more char- 
acteristic of its author—we take leave 
to add that nothing could be more char- 
acteristic of the American people—than 
the President's special message to Con- 
gress upon the destruction of St. Pierre. 
Already the proposition in Congress to 
appropriate $100,000, or the same amount 
appropriated by France herself by way 
of “ first aid to the injured,” had clicited 
warm acknowledgments from the repre- 
sentatives of the generous and chivalric 
French Nation, which never fails to show 
appreciation in others of those qualities 
by which itself is distinguished. And 
the President’s recommendation that the 
amount originally proposed to be appro- 
priated shall be multiplied by five is 
sure to be correspondingly recognized. 
The excellent representative here of 
the French-speaking populations, our 
esteemed contemporary the Courrier des 
Etats Unis, already made this recogni- 
tion by heading its leading article of 
yesterday, which treated of the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation, ‘“‘Un Veritable 
Ami.” 

It is an ineidental recommendation of 
this course of large humanity, although 
Wwe are sure that neither the President 
nor any one of the American plauditors 
of his action thought of it beforehand, 
that it goes to render impossible the 
kind of misconception of the American 
character which has been sedulously 
promoted upon the Continent of Europe. 
Both in Latin and Teutonic countries 
the contention, which all of us know to 
be true, that our interest in the libera- 
tion of Cuba, although undoubtedly 
raised to the fighting point by the de- 
struction of the Maine, was originally 
motived hy sympathy with the wretched 
victims of Spanish oppression, has been 
ignored, and our war with Spain has 
been set down, much more in ignorance 
than in malice, though doubtless much 
in malice, as a “robber raid.” 

We have no desire to inquire invidious- 
ly into the motives of those eight mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives 
who found the courage, under the leader- 
ship and spokesmanship of Mr. UNDER- 
woop of Alabama, to vote against any 
appropriation whatever for the distressed 
survivors of Martinique. It may quite 
possibly be that they were actuated by 
what seemed to them principle and that 
they would have gone as deeply as any 
of their colleagues into their own per- 
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sonal pockets to afford the relief which 
they were conscientiously opposed to 
granting out of the Public Treasury. The 
courage to stand up and be counted 
against such an overwhelming tide of 
sentiment as now prevails is not so com- 
mon that we can afford to despise it, or 
even to discourage it. 

It happens, rather unfortunately, that 
they are all Southern Democrats. But 
no point can fairly be made of that, 
either, since their point of view was 
most emphatically disclaimed and their 
action most strongly deprecated by such 
other Southern Democrats as Mr. Mc- 
Rak of Arkansas and Mr. LIvINGsTON of 
Georgia. They were all, however, un- 
doubtedly “strict constructionists,” and 
their error seems to have lain in the as- 
sumption that there was no occasion on 
which strict construction ceased to be 
either virtuous or tolerable. Here was 
a population in such extremity of want 
and distress as appealed to every human 
heart. Here, within three days of them, 
their nearest neighbors, who could alone 
come to their succor in time, only half as 
far away as the nation which lay under 
the strictest obligation to help them, 
was the richest Nation in the world, with 
all the appliances at hand for doing all 
that was in human power to do to alle- 
viate their sufferings. There was no 
agency of the public benevolence but 
the General Government which could do 
in time what was indispensable. If the 
resolution had read that Congress should 
authorize the advance of the necessary 
means and men and money and that 
private subscriptions as they became 
available might be applied to reimburse 
the Public Treasury, the technical case 
of the strict constructionists would have 
been as strong as ever. But every de- 
cent pretext for their opposition would 
have failed. 

No such propcsal was made, and luck- 
ily. For, although the Treasury might 
have been reimbursed by the slow pro- 
cesses of private subscription, the bloom 
and grace of a prompt and instinctive 
response to a call for help would ail 
have been taken away. It was necessary 
to recognize that the case was not only 
urgent, but unprecedented. The House 
of Commons is the legislative body in all 
the world which is most strictly bound 
by precedent. Mr. Baurour, following 
the British tradition, did not at once 
see his way to moving a grant in aid of 
sufferers who were not British subjects, 
but only human beings. King Epwarp, 
by a handsome and prompt individual 
subscription, has vindicated the official 
British sense of the claims of humanity. 
But Mr. DILLon seems to casual foreign 
observers to have had the best of it, in 
suggesting to the leader of the House 
that if there was no precedent for the 
action, there was also none for the 
emergency. 

However that may be, our own prompt 
action has done much to raise our repu- 
tation throughout the world. We have 
declined to ask what our strict responsi- 
bility might be in the case of our neigh- 
bors perishing for lack of what we can 
svonest give them. We are men, we say 
to all mankind, and nothing human is 
foreign to us. It is a great proof that 
we are affording of the solidarity of 
mankind, a hopeful and beautiful presage

The fact that for the first 
time since government by suffrage was 
established in France “no question of 
the form of government was before the 
people ” in the late elections would seem 
to the ordinary observer an indication 
that the republican form of government 
had gained in stability. But The Review 
will have nothing to do with so simple 
a conclusion. There was no question of 
the form of government, because “ there 
was no monarchic, no imperialist, party 
capable of inaugurating a new political 
régime.” Here, again, to the ordinary 
observer the fact that under the repub- 
lic monarchic and imperialist parties 
have died out beyond hope of regenera- 
tion would seem to be proof of stability. 
But this thought is not the child of the 
besetting wish of the republic-hating 
Review, and cannot therefore be enter- 
tained. ; 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Unlike most of the sailboat authorities 
in this country, The London Yachtsman not 
only finds it easy to believe that Capt. 
Josuva Stocum’s Spray can sail a true 
course for days at a time without a touch 
of its navigator’s hand upon the tiller, byt 
has evolved a detailed explanation of the 
miraculous performance. ‘A glance at the 
design,” it seems, is sufficient to clear up 
the mystery. ‘“‘ The boat ts very broad and 
comparatively shallow, and she would be 
extremely sensitive to any change in the 
actual centre of effort of the sails. Thus, 
if a wave knocked her off, she would quick- 
ly come back to her trim again. A long, 
deep, and narrow boat, on the contrary, 
would tend to keep on running off her 
course, with the result that she would yaw 
wildly. Capt. SLocum carefully adjusted 
his sheets when he got a true wind, and by 
manipulating the mizzen and head sails in 
this way he could leave the boat to her- 
self with perfect confidence.”” Then sud- 
denly remembering that a good many other 
boats have been built both broad and shal- 
low, and yet need at least occasional atten- 
tion from their steersmen, The Yachtsman 
adds: “Another point of importance is 
that in heelung over there should be no 
change in the fore and aft trim—i. e., that 
the immersed and emersed wedges should 
have the same longitudinal centre. If there 
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is any appreciable difference in these cen- 
tres the boat cannot possibly keep a true 
course, save in dead smooth water and a 
perfectly steady breeze.” And thus, con- 
cludes the wise Britisher, did an experti- 
enced sailor accomplish a difficult task that 
would puzzle any yacht designer were he 
set to achieve it! Now, there is no doubt 
that the Spray did circumnavigate the 
globe, and, as her owner could not have 
kept awake all the time she was doing it, 
she must possess exceptional powers of 
taking care of herself, but the secret of 
those powers, whatever they may be, is 
etill unrevealed, despite The Yachtsman’s 
explanation. 


—Gov. Jerr Davis of Arkansas is ap- 
parently content with the comment excited 
a few weeks ago when he pardoned a negro 
criminal on condition that the man would 
become a citizen of Massachusetts within 
thirty days. Col. James E. Tate of Balti- 
more, who is possibly the only person in 
the United States who approved of this 
proceeding, wrote to the Governor, congrat- 
ulating him on his scheme, and in reply has 
received a letter in which the intention of 
trying it frequently is announced. ‘I con- 
ceived this idea,’’ writes the -ingenuous 
Arkansan, ‘‘on a recent visit to the East, 
from many expressions of sympathy I 
heard expressed by people of that section, 
none of whom knew what they were talking 
about, and I resolved to give them a little 
taste of their own medicine, so that in the 
future they could handle subjects in con- 
crete form instead of obtaining informa- 
tion through newspapers, and I, therefore, 
thought it wise to put negroes in their 
midst, so that they could study him as he 
is, and not from anything they had read 
about him."’ Something to that effect has 
been printed before, but the rest of the let- 
ter is new—" I see that the Bastern papers 
are waxing warm over the matter, even 
going to the extent of saying that the ne- 
gro is more preferable there than the 
Southern white man. I desire to say that 
I am going to send as many as possible to 
them, and hope that the other Soutbern 
States will join me in this enterprise.’’ As 
the Governor can, if he chooses, empty his 
penitentiary of all his black prisoners—or 
at least of all who do not, as he says, find 
it “‘more preferable’’ to remain where 
they are than to live in Massachusetts—we 
are likely to hear more about those queer 
pardons. The Governor may thus save his 
State some money and rid it of several 
undesirable citizens, but he cannot expect 
to receive many more congratulations from 
beyond its limits. Of course he is com- 
paratively safe so long as his assisted emi- 
grants are all sent to Massachusetts. 
Should he extend the scope of his opera- 
tions, however, he must prepare for trouble 
of some sort, and possibly for retaliation in 
kind. How would he like that? 


—Considering what has happened in the 
West Indies during the past week, it is 
more than a little remarkable that oppo- 
sition to the sale of the Danish Islands 
is still displayed in Copenhagen. There 
has never been any reason to regard this 
opposition as based on anything except a 
desire to make trouble for the Ministers 
having the matter in charge, for Denmark 
has no possible use for the tslands, and it 
would be money in her pocket to give them 
away. That she would undoubtedly have 
to do in time, and to the one country that 
is now willing to buy them. If we were 
to change our minds—if, for instance, we 
should demand, before paying, a guarantee 
that the islands are safe and stable, with 
none of the bad habits of their neighbors, 
the vociferous enemies of the sale, or, 
rather, of the sellers, would find themselves 
most unpleasantly trapped. Of course our 
geologists say that St. Thomas and St. 
Croix, though near the volcanic group, are 
not related to them, even distantly, and 
that no fears as to their docility need be 
entertained, but there is nothing as to 
which it is much easier to be mistaken 
than as to what is and what is not a vol- 
cano, and St. Kitts is not so far away 
that the consequences of activity there 
might not be serious in. Denmark’s pos- 
sessions, even if the latter continued to 
behave themselves. It is plain, therefore, 
that the politicians of Copenhagen are 
taking large chances in prolonging their 
absurd campaign. The Danish 
themselves are utterly weary of their pres- 
ent uncertainty, and those of them who 
have been least enthusiastic about the sale 
bave come to regard it as preferable to 
further delay. _

LEWIS NIXON TALKS 
ABOUT RESIGNING 


Will Quit If He Cannot Manage 
Tammany in His Own Way. 


Richard Croker Appealed To by Several 
Leaders to Break the Dead-Lock 
of Sachems. 


The facts of the contest between the 
Sachems of the Tammany Society at the 
meeting on Monday evening became known 
yesterday. The factions headed by Lewis 
Nixon and John F. Carroll did not come to 
an open clash. The name of Robert A. Van 
Wyck was not mentioned at the meeting, 
and there was no effort made by an actual 
test vote to oust ex-Tax Commissioner 
Feitner from the place which he has held 
for five years as Grand Sachem. 

All the leaders of Tammany fialt ack- 
nowledged yesterday that the fight was on 
in earnest between the Nixon and the Car- 
roll factions. The prediction was made 
by many of the Tammany politicians that 
Lewis Nixon would not continue as leader 
of Tammany Hall for a longer period than 
six weeks, and that he would resign. 

Several cablegrams were sent to Richard 
Croker yesterday, and the result of the 
contest between the opposing factions de- 
pends in a measure on the decision of the 
ex-Tammany leader, who now resides at 
Wantage. 

Grand Sachem Feitner, when seén yes- 
terday, said: 

“TI don’t acknowledge there was any 
clash. It was just a flash in the pan. There 
will be no fight. I was not really a candi- 
Gate for the place as Grand Sachem. I 
was asked by Lewis Nixon to continue in 


the position. There was no test vote at 
the meeting and the discussion was very 
mild. The matter will be settled in a short 
time and amicably."’ 

** Will Lewis Nixon continue as the leader 
of Tammany?" was asked. 

“ Yes, Mr. Nixon will continue as leader,’’ 
Was the reply. 

Ex-Mayor Robert A. Van Wyck was 
asked as to the contest for Grand Sachem, 
but declined to talk about it. 

It became known yesterday that Maurice 
Featherson and several other Tammany 
leaders had cabled to Richard Croker about 
the dead-lock in the Tammany Society. 
The fact that six of the Sachems favor 
the election of Robert A. Van Wyck as 
Grand Sachem, and six favor the contin- 
uance of Thomas L. Feitner, led many of 
the politicians to wonder what would be 
the attitude of ex-Park Commissioner 
George Clausen, the thirteenth Sachem. It 
was learned that Mr. Clausen would not 
be entitled to vote because he had not been 
initiated as a Sachem. 

Lewis Nixon was not confident yester- 
day that he would be able to control a 
majority of the Sachems. He said: 

“I certainly desire that things shall con- 
tinue just as they are. I am for Mr. Feit- 
n@r, and I shall continue to be for him. I 
d@S8ire to have it understood that I am do- 
ing what I think is best for Tammany Hall. 
I was put here for that purpose and I do 
not intend to be shifting around from day 
to day. I shall do my best in my own way. 
and when I can’t do any more I shall get 
out.” 

‘““ What do you intend to do to break the 
dead-lock of the Sachems?”’ was asked. 

‘* Nothing; absolutely nothing. I am for 
Mr. Feitner, but I will not do any work to 
win_the necessary votes to keep him in.” 

“Would the election of Mr. Van Wyck 
discredit Tammany Hall?” 

“The people of the city once put these 
men in power. I am not considering what 
any man has been or has done. I am start- 
ing anew, and there is plenty of work 
here for everybody who wishes to assist. 
You know I must have support. When I 
accepted this position I inherited no man’s 
rrejudices, likes, or dislikes. I desire to 
treat all alike. If I find that it is impos- 
sible for me to do my best for Tammany 
Hall, then I will get out. I have nothing 
personal in this matter nor against any 
man in the organization. I did not know 
in’ advance that there would be any con- 
test for Grand Sachem. I have not heard 
from Mr. Croker on this subject, nor have 
I cabled to him about the matter. Others 
may have ddne so, but of this I know 
nothing.” e 

Mr. Nixon said that he would not dignify 
any statement’ made by John C. Sheehan 
of the Greater New York Democracy by 
making a reply. 

Randolph Guggenheimer, ex-President of 
the Municipal Council, said: 

“I do not make any secret of the fact 
that I am for Robert A. Van Wyck for 
Grand Sachem. Mr. Feitner has_ been 
Grand Sachem for five years, and I do not 
see why some other member of the Tam- 
many Society should not be elected. The 
fact that Mr. Feitner is not continued as 
Grand Sachem is not proof that there is 
any trouble in the Tammany Society."’ 

‘“*Do you think that Lewis Nixon will re- 
sign the leadership?’’ was asked. 

**T don’t think he will,”’ replied Mr. Gug- 
genheimer. ‘‘ Mr. Nixon is a capable and 
clean man. He is entitled to the support of 
all the members of the organization.” 

A Grand Sachem who was at the meeting 
of the Tammany Society outlined the fight 
to a NEw YorK TIMES reporter last even- 
ing as follows: 

“Tf Mr. Croker decides that Mr. Feitner 
should continue as the Grand Sachem of 
the Tammany Society. he will be elected, 
because there will be enough votes cast in 
his favor to allow him to continue in office. 
If Richard Croker decides that Robert A. 
Van Wyck must be the Grand Sachem, 
then there will be no contest, but the result 
probably will be the early retirement from 
the leadership of Mr. Nixon.” 


REPUBLICAN PARTY DENOUNCED. 


Kings County Democratic General Com- 
mittee’s Resolutions. 

The Kings County Democratic 
Committee met last night and adopted res- 
olutions denouncing the Republican Party 
for fostering monopolies, which, the reso- 
lutions say, ‘“‘can at will create a feast 
or a famine." The resolutions also 
nounced the Beef Trust as “a crime 
against every home, a stain upon the com- 
mercial reputation of our country, and a 
reproach to our business interests.” 

This meeting was the last the committee 
will have until the Fall. Speeches were 
made by ex-Controller Coler, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Littleton, and Walter C. Bur- 
ton. Mr. Coler assailed the Republican 
Legislature for removing certain restric- 
ticns previously imposed on savings banks 
in the matter of the investment of their 


funds. 


TO TRY E. G. RATHBONE AGAIN. 


The President Directs Secretary Root to 
Confer Right to Cuban Ap- 
peals Court. 
WASHINGFTON, May 13.—The President 
has directed Secretary Root to confer upon 
the Cuban Court of Appeals the right to 
review the testimony in the case of Estes 
G. Rathbone, convicted of complicity in the 
frauds, with authority to 
take Additional evidence if it desired. 
This authority will be immediately con- 
ferre@ and it is presumed the court will 

act at once. 

The method by which the President pro- 
poses that Rathbone shall be given another 
chance to prove his innocence is devel- 
oped in a message sent by Secretary Root 
to Gen. Wood. It should be explained that 
there is not now under Cuban law any 


means of taking an appeal to a Supreme 
Court in cases where there has been ar 
error in procedure in the lower court; ap- 
peals can be taken only where there havs 
been errors of law. To make it possible to 
review Rathbone’s case, therefore, Gen. 
Wood has been ordered to promulgate spe- 
cial modification of existing law, which, by 
the way, also will fit the cases of any 
other persons held under arrest under con- 
ditions similar to those of Rathbone. Hy 
promulgacing this law now and before the 
Cubans assume their own administration, 
Gen. Wood will cause ft to become the law 
of the land, under that section of the Platt 
amendment which continues in force the 
laws as they are left by the American mili- 
tary udministration. The order to Gen 
Wood is as follows: 
Washington, D. C., May 12, 1902. 

Str: Counsel for defendant Rathbone in the 
Post Office cases has presented to the President 
an application for an order by the President 
directing a new trial in his cijent’s case upon a 
number of grounds, some relating to the pro- 
cedure followed, and some relating to the merits 
of the case. As a reason for urging action by 
the President, he alleges, among other things, 
that the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court on 
Appeal is so limited that they will be unable 
to afford relief upon the grounds on which he 
relies, and that upon the 20th of May, when 
the military government terminates, his client

will be lert without any redress under the laws 
of Cuba. It has been found impossible as yet 
to give the full consideration required by the 
arguments presented, but in view of the fact 
that the Constitution of Cuba, about to take ef- 
fect, will exclude the President of Cuba from 
the power to pardon ‘ public officers who have 
been convicted of crimes committed in the per- 
formance of their duties,’ the President deems 
it desirable that no doubt should be left of the 
power of the Supreme Court to review con- 
victions tn such cases upon all questions af- 
fecting the defendant's subsgantial rights. 

It ty the general rule in this country that @ 
defendant in a criminal case shall have at least 
one full review of all such questions by an im- 
partial tribunal other than the trial court, and 
that practice should be embodied in the law 
of Cuba before we leave the island, particularly 
in view of the fact that citizens of the United 
States may be left there subject to convictions 
as to which no such review has been had, and 
as to which there may exist no pardoning power, 

You will accordingly promulgate an amend- 
ment of the law of criminal procedure, substan- 
tially in accordance with the draft inclosed 
herewith, providing for a full review by the 
Supreme Court in such cases af all questions of 
law, fact, and procedure, and authorizing in 
broad terms such judgment by the Supreme 
Court as justice may require.

TELLS OF CUBAN SUGAR. 


Hugh Kelly of This City Testifies Be 
fore the Senate Committee on 
Cuban Relations. 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—Hugh Kelly of 
New York, extensively interested in Cuban 
sugar growing, was before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Relations with Cuba to-day. He 
asserted that the sugar growers would be 
the beneficiaries of any reduction that was 
made in the duty by the United States. 
He said the refiners could mot control Ahe 


price, and the sugar mill owners would not 
benefit from the reduction, except in cases 
where they owned the lands. e showed 
that many Americans owned sugar lands 
in Cuba, but declared that few options were 
now accepted by Cubans because they, 
Wanted to make sales outright, if at all. 
He said sugar growing had not been profit 
able of late years because of the-loW price 
of the product and the high price of labor, 
workingmen receiving $1 a day gold. He 
discussed at some length the possibilities 
of sugar production in Cuba. 

Senator Platt read a letter from_ Gen. 
Wood giving the last sugar crop at 750,000 
tons instead of 830,000 tons, according to a 
previous estimate. 

Mr. Kelly gave the names of large 
American companies which are producing 
sugar in Cuba, giving the aggregate daily 
maximum capacity of their mills at 1,410 
tons, distributed as follows: Chapara, 300; 
Francisco, 120; Boston, 180; Central Teresa, 
120; Solidad, 100; Trinidad, 100; Cuban- 
American, 120; Damuji, 150; Cape Cruz 
120; Hormiguero, 100, 

These figures did not, however, show the 
actual output of the factories. This, he 
considered, did not exceed 84,000 tons an- 
nually, or about 10 per cent. of the vearly 
product. He thought there were about 175 
mills in the island. 

The witness said that latterly the produc. 
tion of sugar in Cuba had not been profita- 
ble. Reverting to the benefits to be de- 
rived from a reduction of the duty on 
sugar, Mr. Kelly argued that the Cuban 
sugar planters would be able to hold their 

roduct until the refiners would have to 
yuy it, and that time must necessarily come 
soon, 

Mr. Kelly said the production of Cuban 
sugar could be increased to 2,500,000 tons 
with favorable labor conditions. Free 
trade between the United States and Cuba 
would mean a trade of $300,000,000 each 
way annually. 


OMNIBUS CLAIMS BILL REPORT. 


The Speaker Rejects It and Sends It 
Back to Conference. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—In the confer- 
ence report on the Omnibus Claims bill 
in the House to-day, Mr. Underwood (Ala.) 
made the point of order against the re- 
port that the conférrees had introduced 
matter not authorized by either branch of 
Congress. 

Speaker Henderson said there must be 


no abuse of the prerogatives of a confer- 
ence committee, as that would open the 
dangerous pathway for the usurpation of 
the powers of Congress by a committee. 
He held that three entirely new items had 
been introduced into the Omnibus Claims 
measure, and he therefore sustained the 
point of order. This had the effect of re- 
jecting the entire conference report. 

Mr. Mahon, (Penn.,) Chairman of the 
committee having charge of the measure, 
promptly appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. Coming from the Republican side 
of the chamber, an appeal from the de- 
cision of the Chair caused surprise. 

On_being appealed to by his associates, 
Mr. Mahon withdrew his appeal. 

The Omnibus Claims blll was sent back 
to conference, but the debate was pro- 
tracted by Mr. Underweod'’s motion in- 
structing the conferrees not to accept the 
Senate amendment covering the findings 
of the Selfridge naval board for balances 
due on vessels built during the civil war. 
The motion to instruct prevailed on a ris- 
ing vote, 67 to 54, whereupon a yea and 
nay vote was taken. The vote resulted 113 
to 70 in favor of the instructions to the 
conferrees. 


A BILL TO RAISE THE MAINE, 


Senator Mason Wants the Matter of the 
Explosion Investigated. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Mr. Mason of 
Illinois has introduced in the Senate a bill 
for raising the wreck of the battleship 
Maine in Havana Harbor for the purpose of 
arriving at a definite conclusion as to how 
the vessel was destroyed. 

The bill’ provides for the appointment of 
a commission to be composed of three emi- 
nent experts such as Admiral Dewey, Lieut. 
Hobson, and Capt. Sigsbee, or three others 
“ of equal ablity,’’ to superintend the work 
of raising the vessel, ‘‘so that the coun- 
try may feel-satisfied with the finding as 
to how the Maine was blown up.” 

The bill appropriates $100,000 for remov- 
ing the wreck; and $50,000 for the expenses 
of the commission. 


SENATOR McLAURIN’S BERTH. 


Chances Favor His Selection for Court 


of Claims Judgeship. 

The New York Times. 

May 13.—It is said the 
chances favor the selection of Senator Mc- 
Laurin of South Carolina to fill the va- 
cancy in the Court of Claims caused by the 
death of Judge John Davis. Senator Mc- 
Laurin is a close personal friend of the 
President, and the expectation is that the 
President will afford him through appoint- 
ment to the Judgeship opportunity to retire 
gracefully from the rather strenuous polit- 
feal life of South Carolina. . 

The name of Representative Alexander of 
Buffalo was coupled with the place vester- 
day, but without authority. Senator Elkins 
is urging the claims of ex-Gov. Atkinson 
of West Virginia.

CHAMBERLAIN’S VISION 
OF ANGLO-SAXON UNION 


He Addresses American and Co- 
lonial Newspaper Men. 


Gays If Present Tendencies Continue 
the United States May Yet Unite 
to Herself All the Britains. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, May 13.—At a luncheon 
party given by Gilbert Parker, M. P., 
at the House of Commons this afternoon 
to representatives of the American and 
colonial press, the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, 
made an impromptu speech in a pleasant 
vein. : 

While by far the larger number of 
journalists present represented British 
dominions beyond the sea, Mr. Chamber- 
lain first paid his respects to a New 
York correspondent, who, he said, be- 
longed to a land as yet unincluded in 
those dominions, but which, if present 
tendencies developed, might yet unite to 
herself all the Britains in one huge co- 
operative union. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that all memo- 
ries of old animosity and all old doubts 
and suspieions between Great Britair 
and Americi1 were nearly obliterated. 
No American visiting England could fail 
to note that every Englishman was his 
friend alike by necessity and choice. 
While he did not pretend that the feel- 
ing in regard to Great Britain was quite 
so general in the United States, yet 
every Englishman visiting America 
brought home pleasant memories of cor- 
dial hospitality and sympathy. 

In referring to the colonies, Mr. Cham- 
berlain spoke of England's larger and 
growing comprehension of her distant 
dominions, and declared that the great 
War, now, as he firmly believed, draw- 
ing to a close, had helped to knit the 
British Empire more strongly together. 

The Colonial Secretary gravely remind- 
ed his hearers that in this country Cab- 
inet Ministers are never interviewed, and 
said he felt sure that those present would 
never attempt to infringe that honored 
tradition. Other lands, other manners, 
said Mr. Chamberlain, and he well re- 
membered being interviewed at a New 
York hotel by forty reporters at the same 
time. 

One of those reporters, concluded the 
Secretary, wrote that if he (Mr. Cham- 
berlain) had been better dressed he mfght 
easily have been taken for an American. 
He hoped that, in spite of any peculiari- 
ties in his attire, he might always be 
taken, in feeling and sympathy, for an 
American, an Australian, a Canadian, a 
Scuth. African—in short, an Anglo-Saxon. 


The Police Conducting an Extensive

says The Times's correspondent in the 
Japanese capital, are conducting an ex- 
tensive campaign against journalistic 
blackmailers, many of whom have been 
arrested. 

There have been 300 victims in the 
past few years in Tokio alone, owing 
largely to the Japanese dislike of pub- 
licity. 

Blackmail is said to flourish to a greater 
extent in the large Japanese cities than in 
any other part of the globe. It is declared

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MADRID DONS GALA DRESS. 


Streets Being Decorated for Saturday's. 
Ceremony—The City Filling Up 
with Visitors. i, > 


MADRID; May 13.—The streets of this | 


city are assuming gala attire. A large sec- 
tion of the route to be followed by the pro- 
cession next Saturday, the day of the coro- 
nation of King Alfonso, has been hung with 
festoons of foliage and flowers, among 
which are hidden multi-colored electric 
lamps. Triumphal arches are being con- 
structed along the line of march, but this 
work is being done in a leisurely manner. 
Venetian masts, from which float banners 
of the national colors, have been erected in 
the central square, at the Puerta del Sol, 
and in the principal thoroughfares. A num- 


ber of pitepte houses have been tastefully 
adorned with devices of evergreens and 
fairy lamps. 

The city is rapidly ang 
and provincial visitors. he greatest ani- 
mation prevails, and the streets in the 
centre of Madrid, none of which are very 
wide, are now almost impassable. 

This evening the ceremony of laying the 
foundation stones of five free schools in dif- 
ferent parts of the city in the presence of 
the royal family attracted large crowds. 
The Court drove from one point to another 
where the stones were to be laid. It was 
escorted by a squadron of the Body Guards, 
whose uniforms included flashing helmets 
and long, white plumes, The crowds fol- 
lowed the Court through the city. 

Several foreign missions to the corona- 
tion arrived here this afternoon. They 
were greeted at the railroad station by the 
courtiers who have been deputed to attend 
them during their sojourn here. 

The national football contest, which is 
being held in connection with the corona- 
tion festivities, has brought together five 
football clubs, two from Madrid, two from 
Barcelona, and one from Bilbao. The first 
two games of the contest were played at 
the Hippodrome this morning !n the pres- 
ence of 4,000 spectators. 

Considering the short time, two years, 
since football was introduced into Spain, 
the game has become quite popular. here 
are already several football clubs in Mad- 
rid, while in Barcelona they number a 
score. Two silver cups have been offered 
for competition in the present national con- 
test, one by the municipality of Madrid and 
the other by the Polo Club. The spectators 
at the games this moeng were very en- 
thusiastic, and included a large proportion 
of elegantly dressed women.

SPECIAL AMERICAN ENVOY 
HIGHLY HONORED BY’ SPAIN. 


Dr. Curry, Who Reached Madrid Yes- 
terday, Placed on Practically the 
Same Footing as Foreign Princes. 
MADRID, May 13.—Dr. Jabez L. M. Cur- 
ry, the special representative of the 
United States at the coronation of King 
Alfonso, arrived here at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, and was received at the railroad 
“station by Stanton Sickles, the Secretary of 
the United States Legation, and Mrs. 
Sickles, and by the Marquis de Vallalobar, 
representing the Spanish Government. The 


American envoy was driven in a royal 
landau to the house which he will occupy 
during his stay in this city. 

Dr. Curry was greatly pleased with the 
quarters provided for him, He reached the 
house in time to witness from a window 
the first ceremony connected with the 
acest festival, which was attended by the 

ing, the Queen Regent, and the Court, 
namely, the laying of the foundation-stone 
of a Free School. The neighboring houses 
were gayly decorated with flags, and sol- 
diers and Civic Guards were drawn up 
around the site. The military, with the 
crowd of spectators in many curious cos- 
tumes, combined to form a bright and ani- 
mated picture, which the American party 
watched with interest. 

The United States envoy has been placed 
on practically the same footing as foreign 
royal Princes, and is treated with greater 
honor than the other Extraordinary En- 
voys, with the exception of the Envoy of 
France. Dr, Curry has a house to himself, 
servants, a French cook, and a royal **r- 
riage, with a coachman and footmen in the 
palace livery, whereas the other envoys 
are lodged at hotels. he mansion set 
apart for the use of Dr. Curry belonged to 
an English lady, the Marquise de Leuville, 
who died before it was completed, The 
workmen hurriedly finished the picturesque 
residence. It is of mediaeval appearance, 
and is situated on high ground, within a 
stone's throw of the palace, commanding a 
magnificent panorama of miles of scenery, 
reaching to the foot of the Sierra de Guad- 
arrima, The house ts richly furnished with 
ancient tapestries and other rare works of 
Spanish art. 

he Government reserved a most pleasant 
surprise for Dr. Curry, in the selection of 
“his old friend, the Marquis of Valla@lobar, 
to attend him while in Madrid. The Mar- 
quis was parmherty a Secretary of the Span- 
ish Legation at Washington. Dr. Curry is 
an ex-United States Minister to Spain. 


NORTH CHINA REBELS ROUTED. 


Revolt Practically at an End—Leaders 
Captured—Government Troops 
Killed the Wounded. 
PEKING, May 13.—The Government an- 
nounces that, after two days’ fighting, the 
rebels in the southern part of the Provihce 


of Pe-chi-Li have been completely defeated 
and their leaders captured. 

The encounter between the rebels and the 
troops of Yuan-Shai-Kai, the Viceroy of 
Pé-chi-Li, practically breaks up all armed 
resistance to the Government. It is esti- 
mated that 200 of the rebels were killed. 

The end of the engagement savored of a 
massacre; all the wounded were killed and 
no prisoners, except the leaders, were 
taken. 6 


DR. RAINSFORD’S ATTACK ON 
BRIBERS IN THE CHURCH. 


St. George’s Rector Speaks Plainly Be- 
fore the Alumni of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Those who attended the alumni dinner of 
Union Theological Seminary at the Hotel 
St. Denis on Monday night were very gen- 
erally discussing yesterday a speech made 
at the dinner by the Rev. Dr. W. S. Rains- 
ford, in which he assailed a number of fea- 

tures of the life of the modern Church. 

Dr. Rainsford spoke to the subject *“ The 
Pulpit and the Pew,"’ he representing the 
_pulpit point of view and Robert C. Ogden 


the pew point of view. Dr. Rainsford be- 
gan by declaring that the man of the pew 
very often failed to live up to the ideals or 
the minister, and many ministers are afraid 
to speak out their feeling of protest a the 
way their members are acting. 

“There was a well-known rector,’” con- 
timued the speaker, “who found that one 
of his prominent laymen was a Director of 
a corporation which had paid $60,000 as a 
bribe for some corporate privilege. The 
rector went to this man and said, ‘ Return 
that money or I will speak out from the 
pulpit.* he layman resigned from the 
church instead. 

“Not all the bribers are in the Church. 
A large share of the corrupting is dome by 
the man in the Church, and it is a mistaie 
to think that those who do these things 
would not do them if they were members 

j of the Church. The only reform to he 
} brought about must be through the influ- 
fence of really Christian laymen. Many 
| men say they believe in the creed, but are 
| not willing to live up to the rules of moral 
| Christian hfe. It is easy to do the one, but 
‘hard to do the other.” : 
| Then Dr. Rainsford strongly criticised 
the Christian churches of New York fcr 
moving up town away from the worki 
men of the city. He called attention to the

years, while the population had increased 
tremendously. He said that the Church 
should yo to the workingman and not make 
him come to it.

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Kitchener Also Reports Captures 
of Rifles and Horses. 


De la Rey’s Forces Have Been Reduced 
by 860 Since Methuen Was Taken 
Prisomer on March 8. 


LONDON, Mat 14.—The weekly report of 
Lord Kitchener, received yesterday, shows 
that nineteen Boers were killed, six wound- 
ed, 802 captured, and that nine surren- 
dered in the course of last week, and that 
600 rifles, 157 wagons, 400 horses, and 4,300 
head of cattle fell into the hands of the 
British, 

Gen. Ian Hamilton's columns have ar- 
rived at the Western Railroad, after sweep- 
ing the Lichtenburg district in the South- 
western Transvaal. These troops brought 
in 357 prisoners, and practically all the 
wagons and stock of the Boer commands in 
that district. 

This makes a reduction in Gen. De la 
Rey's forces of 860 men since he defeat- 


ed Major Paris on March 8 and captured 
Lord Methuen. 


PROGRESS IN JOHANNESBURG. 


It Is Believed that More Than Half the 
Gold Mining Industry Will Be 
Working by July.

LONDON, May 14.—A correspondent 
of The Times, wiring from Johannes- 
burg, .says two more mines, together 
having 100 stamps, have been started. 
More than 2,000 stamps are now in 
operation, and it is believed that more 
than Ralf the gold-mining industry will 
be working by July. 

A thousand natives arrived from the 
Bast Coast on Monday, and there will 
be at least 6,000 new arrivals this 
month. A great majority of the refugees 
have returned, and the restoration of the 
people to their homes has been smoothly 
effected. 

The correspondent says many of those 
who have returned to Johannesburg have 
been impoverished by the war, but they 
show a praiseworthy spirit of independ- 
ence. 


CHAS. M. SCHWAB’S CHARITY. 


Purchases Richmond Beach, S. l., as a 
Vacation Resort for Poor People 
of His Own Chosing. 

Charles M. Schwab, President of the 
United States Stee? Corporation, will estab- 
lish a charity in Staten Island, where he 
has just purchased the property of the 
Richmond Beach and Railway Company. 

The details of the plan have not been 
given out, but it is understood that the 
scheme of Mr. Schwab is along original 
lines. The purpose is to give such people 


as Mr. Schwab may select a vacation in a 
very pretty and healthy country place of 
about forty acres. The charity will not be 
a public’ one, as every selection will be 
made by Mr. Schwab himself. 

+ Richmond Beach has been a favorite 
amusement resort for people from Newark 
and New Jersey towns for nearly five 
years. It is situated about a mile from 
Huguenot Station on the Perth Amboy 
Division of the Staten Island Rapid Tran- 
sit Railroad, about twenty-five minutes 
by train from St. George landing. There is 
a good-sized shore front with a fine beach, 
and back from it extends a forty-acre wood- 
ed estate, which includes a picturesque 
lake called Arbutus Lake. On the shore of 
this lake stands a commodious hotel. 

The announcement of the sale was made 
through a notice sent out yestérday to the 
effect that Richmond Beach would no lon- 
ger be conducted as a public resort, it hav- 
ng been sold to Mr. Schwab.

expenses, $50,000, making a total of $244,-

Demise of President of The Louisville 
Courier-Journal Company Was 


Due to an Accident. 

LOUISVILLE, May 13.—Walter N. Halde- 
man, President of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal Company, and one of the oldest 
active newspaper men in the country, died 
suddenly at 3 o'clock, from the effects of 
injuries received by being struck by a 
trolley car Saturday morning. He was 
over eighty-one years old. 

At the time of the accident it was not 
thought that Mr. MHaldeman’s injuries, 
which consisted apparently. of a _ scalp 
wound and sprained shoulder, would re- 
sult fatally. The change for the worse, 
however, came almost without warning 
shortly after 3 o'clock this morning, and 
physicians were immediately summoned to 
his bedside. He sank rapidly, and shortly 
after the doctors arrived passed away. 

The members of his family were at his 
bedside when he died. The attending phy- 
sicians ascribed death to the development 


of peritonitis, intestinal paresis, and conse- 
quent heart failure. ie was conscious 
until the end. 

As soon as the news of his death became 
generally known messages of sympathy 
were received by the members of his fam- 
ily from all parts of the country. , 

Walter Newman Haldeman, publisher cf 
The Louisville Courier-Journal, although 
not so well known as his partner, Henry 
Watterson, was nevertheless weii known 
among newspaper men, especially among 
newspaper publishers. Although a good 
writer himself, Mr. Haldeman’s specialty 
lay in the line of advancing The Courier- 
Journal through the business department, 
and for that line he had quite an unusual 
aptitude. He ‘was a man of unusual force 
of character, but remarkably modest, so 
that he resented any form of publicity 
about himself. 

Mr. Haldeman was born at Maysville, 
Ky., in April, 182). His father was of 
Swiss origin, but both of his parents went 
to Kentucky from Pennsylvania. He be- 
gan his business career in a Louisville 
business house, after having received his 
education in the schools of Maysville. Gen. 
Grant was one of his schoolmates. 

In 1840 Mr. Haldeman entered the news- 

aper business by becoming a bookkeeper 
or the Louisville Journal, which was 
edited by George D. Prentice. In 1844 he 
pascuaned The Daily Dime, a paper which 

ad then been coming out for cleven 
months. He purchased it to sécure a debt, 
and through this venture Mr. Haldeman 
got his first experience as the manager 
of a newspaper. In June, 1844, Mr. Halde- 
man enlarged the sheet, changing its name 
to The Louisville Courier. he name is 
still preserved in that of The Louisville 
Courier-Journal. 

In 1861 The Louisville Courier, which 
sided with the South, was suppressed by 
Gen. Robert Anderson, and the office 
seized. Mr. Haldeman avoided arrest by 
acting on the timely warning which he 
received through one of his employes, who 
overheard two Federal officers discussing 
the plans for capturing him. Mr. Halde- 
man went to Gen. Buckner’s headquarters 
at Bowling Green, Ky., in September, 1861, 
and soon after, at the direction of the Con- 
federate authorities, began the publication 
of The Courier within the Confederate 
lines. He established an office and an 
associate editor at Bowling Green, and 
went himself to Nashville, where the paper 
was set up and printed, the facilities for 
getting it out being lacking in Bowling 
Green. The pope retained its Kentucky 
identity by its Bowling Green date !ine. 

After the war Mr. Haldeman resumed 
the publication of The Courier at Louis- 
ville, and in 1868 it was consolidated with 
The Journal, which had passed from the 
control of Mr. Prentice to that of Mr. 
Watterson. The consolidated paper, called 
The Louisville Courier-Journal, has en- 
joyed uninterrupted prosperity since. In 
addition to The Louisville Courier-Journal, 
which was made a stock company of which 
Mr. Haldeman was chosen President, he 
was also the publisher of The Louisville 
Times since its origin in 1884. 

Mr. Haldeman was married in Oct. 30, 
1844, to Elizabeth Metcalfe, daughter of 
William Metcalfe of Cincinnati. In religion 
he was a Presbyterian. He leaves a widow, 
a daughter, and two sons who were asso- 
ciated with their father in newspaper work. 


DR. HENRY MORTON’S FUNERAL.

Funeral services for Dr. Henry Morton, 
President of Stevens Institute of Technol- 
ogy, were held yesterday morning in Ho- 
boken at the Trinity Episcopal Church, of 
which Dr. Morton was Senior Warden. The 
services were conducted by the Rev. James 
Clayton Mitchell, rector of the church. The 
benediction was pronounced by the Rev. 
Bishop Starkey. Florai emblems were sent 
by the Faculty and classes of the institute, 
members of the Stevens family, alumni, and 
other friends. The Faculty and students 
to the number of 200, formed in line at the 
institute ounds previous to the services 
and marched to the late home of Dr. Mor- 
ton and escorted the body to the church. 

The pall bearers were Dr. Charles F. 
Chandler of Columbia University, Trustees 
S. B. Dod, President of the board; Alexan- 
der C. Humphries, and Col. E. A. Stevens, 
and Profs.

In 1 he becamé a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Géttingen; in 1865 he accepted 
an appointment at Breslau, and in 1870 he 
me: § to Halle, where he remained until his 
death.

FESTIVAL THIS WEEK 


In All Five Concerts Will Be 


Given There. 


“Les Beatitudes” 
Bach’s “ B Minor Mass,” and ‘Ber- 
Will 


Caesar Franck’s 


lioz’s “ Requiem” 


Be Rendered.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, 18.—The fif- 
teenth music festival will begin in this 
city to-morrow evening, when Caesar 
Franck’s “ Les Beatitudes” will be per- 
formed. There will be in all five concerts, 
scheduled for Wednesday, Friday, and Sat- 
urday evenings and Thursday and Saturday 
afternoons. The important choral works 
besides the “‘ Beatitudes" are Bach's “B 
Minor Mass,"’ which will be given In its en- 
tirety for the first time here, and Berlioz's 
“ Requiem.”’ The first eleven numbers of 
Bach's works have been sung here at a 
festival, and the Berlioz number has been 
done before. 

The Franck composition is a novelty to 
Cincinnati, and in view of its immense dif- 
ficulty and its extraordinary drtistic char- 
acter, it may be said that the climax of 


the festival should be reached with its 
presentation. The interesting fact that 
this masterpiece was triumphantly er- 
formed by the now famous choir of Bethle- 
hem, Penn., will be prettily commemorated 
by the appearance here of the Bethlehem 
conductor and organist, J. Frederick Wolle. 
He will preface the festival by a perform- 
ance of Bach's great Tocatta in F for or- 
gan. The soloists and the orchestra have 
been in town since Saturday, and there 
have been several rehearsals under the di- 
rection of Theodore Thomas, ‘the conductor 
of the festival. 

Last night ‘“‘ Les Beatitudes"’ was re- 
hearsed, and to-night the Bach Mass was 
the subject of attention. 

These Cincinnati music festivals began 
twenty-nine years ago. They take place 
once every two years, and aftord the only 
opportunities which the city has to hear 
the greater choral works. The orchestra is 
also a feature of the festivals. Cincinnati 
has an excellent symphony orchestra of its 
own in a flourishing condition, conducted 
by Frank Van der Stucken. Acting, how- 
ever, upon impulses inspired by a dread of 
the results of familiarity, the managers of 
the May music festival have adhered to a 
custom established before the coming of 
Mr. Van der Stucken, and still bring Mr. 
Thomas here to direct the festival. 

Mr. Thomas brings with him the mem- 
bers of the Chicago Orchestra, which is one 
of the best in the country. This orchestra 
is augmented for this festival, and in the 
performance of Berlioz’s mass, which de- 
mands an army of instrumental forces, Mr. 
Thomas will have about 175 musicians. 

The Cincinnati chorus numbers 500 voices. 
It is a body of experienced singers, most 
of whom have had long training in the 
kind of work to be done at this festival. 
The chorusmaster is Edwin W. Glover, a 
native of Ohio and a graduate of the Cin- 
cinnati College of Music. Mr. omas con- 
fides to this gentleman the entire labor of 
preparing the chorus of the festival per- 
formances and comes here himself at the 
last moment only for the final rehearsals. 
This practice leads to the possibility of re- 
sults which may possibly call for discus- 
sion before the festival closes. 

Under Mr. Glover the chorus has been 
studying the ‘‘ B Minor Mass”’ of Bach ever 
since the Autumn succeeding the festival 
of two years ago. The march westward 
from the Lehigh Valley of this majestic 
work will be watched with keen interest by 
those who seriously regard the growth of 
musical taste in this country. Its perform- 
ance is a crucial test of chorus, orchestra, 
and conductor, for a successful interpreta- 
tion of it is possible only in conditions 
which combine perfect understanding 
with complete sympathy and compelling 
enthusiasm. Its reception by an audience 
discloses the real state of musical taste 
among the music lovers represented, for 
such music is not for the shallow and in- 
sincere. Meanwhile the performance of 
Franck’s ‘‘ Les Beatitudes ”’ will stimulate 
at least public curiosity, for people in Cin- 
cinnati are not averse to the hearing of 
novelties. 

In previous years the Cincinnati festi- 
vals have consisted of seven concerts. This 
year, it will be noted, only five are to be 
given. This does not indicate that public 
interest in the festivals has diminished. In 
the twenty-nine years of its existence the 
Cincinnati festival has been self-support- 
ing. The attendance has not been as large 
in the last two festivals as it had been 
previously. But there is still a substantial 
surplus in the treasury. The real reason for 
the change is the difficulty of finding 
works not so shopworn as to kill interest 
in the concerts. Choral works such as are 
suitable for a festival of this kind are none 
too numerous, and, added to this trouble, is 
the difficulty of securing attractive solo- 
ists. 

This season the managers were particu- 
larly disappointed, for they had engaged 
Mme. Schumann-Heink, and counted upon 
her to be the principal personal magnet of 
the occasion. She looks considerably larger 
here than she does in New York, and Cin- 
cinnati was preparing itself to enjoy these 
thrills which come only from ardent adora- 
tion of an operatic deity. When Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink announced that she was too 
sick to appear and forthwith sailed for Eu- 
rope, leav ng Cincinnati under more than 
its usual pall of sackcloth and ashes, Mme. 
Gertrude May Stein was engaged to sing 
the contralto parts, and it is pretty safe to 
say that this trustworthy festival soloist 
will do her work at least acceptably. But 
it is impossible to get up any excitement 
about her. 

Mr. Ben Davies, the tenor, is here from 
England for the fifth time, and so he ts no 
novelty. The bass, Andrew Black, who is 
much admired in England, is here for the 
first time, and there is, of course, some 
curiosity about him, but no excitement. 
People seldom become excited about bass 
singers. 

The change from seven to five concerts 
has not, as far as can be discerned, affect-~- 
ed the prospects of the festival. There has 
been a smaller sale of blocks of seats, but 
a larger sale of single seats. It Is confi- 
dently expected that the festival will show 
a pecuniary profit. W. J. HENDERSON.

THE MONEY SITUATION. 


The money market was somewhat easier 
yesterday than for several days, due in no 
little measure to offerings by trust com- 
panies, notable of which was the Morton 
Trust, which loaned several millions at 6 
‘per cent. The highest rate reached during 
the day was 8 per cent. and the lowest 4, 
(toward the close with the bulk of the 
day’s loans at 6. 

A New YORK TIMES representative made 
a canvass yesterday of the leading banks 
and trust companies in the financial dis- 
trict with a view to ascertaining the senti- 
ment in banking circles at the present time. 
Generally the opinion is that for the next 
ten days or two weeks rates are almost 
certain to remain relatively high, but that 
after that time there is expectation that 
easy rates will prevail. It is declared that 
in these intervening two weeks there is no 
probability of any “ squeeze’ unless there 
should come to pass an active stock mar- 
ket speculation necessitating the borrow- 
ing of large sums of money with which to 
carry it on. Under those circumstances it 
is said a squeeze might be forced, for the 
reason that the banks at present are in no 
position to extend these loans appreciably. 
Hence it is thought that it will be well to 
counsel a policy of prudence and conserva- 
tism in respect to stock market operations, 
warning against the dangers that might fol- 
low in the event of a demand for extensive 
credits. 

After two weeks it is declared the situa- 
tion will be so relieved—how, is not dis- 
closed—that there will not be the same 
reason for such a policy.

COTTON. —Long cotton was turned out with- 
out reserve after a brief period of strength at 
the start to-day. Commission houses sold great 
blocks of cotton purchased above 9 cents, and 
made, apparently, little effort to support yrices 
at any time. As one trader put it, Margin 
calls created the fright among investors.'’ The 
market opened firm, with prices 4 to 7 points 
higher, on a small scare of rdom shorts and 
some foreign support, based on bullish Liver- 
pool cables and estimates for light receipts at 
all points. The South sent bullish reports as 
to the ruling of spot markets and as to the 
amount of cotton yet to come forward, while 
private cables declared that sentiment abroad 
had taken a turn for the better in antieipation 
of a semi-famine of spinners’ supplies toward 
the close of the season. But before midday 
the weather reports and crop accounts checked 
new buying and prompted room selling for a 
turn. A light estimate for to-morrow's Hous- 
ton receipts received only passing notice, and 
further reports that bulls in New Orleans in- 
tended accepting all tenders of May contracts 
attracted little notice. The room was beagish, 
and did not hesitate to follow up its convictions 
with large sales of the Summer months. The 
weekly Government report proved to be fully 
as favorable as anticipated, and led to heavy 
aang by tired commission house longs 
Prices broke badly during the rest of the af- 
terhoon under general seiling, the feature of 
which was the selling of long cotton. The New 
Orleans market also broke badly, leading to 
fears that bull Interests there were unable to 
retain their position. The issuance of May 
notices—some 3,000 or more—caused active Hqui- 
dation of that option in the local ring, under 
which a break of 26 points occurred. The 
market closed easy and net to 20 points lower. 
Total sales were estimated at 300,000 bales. 
Soaking rains were reported where needed in 
Texas, while showers were forecast for the 
belt. Liverpool is due to come about 7 points 
lower. 

Spot cotton closed quiet, with quotations %c 
lower, on the basis of 9%c for middling up- 
land and 9%c for middling gulf. Sales, 985 
tales. Southern spot markets were telegraphed 
as follows: New Orleans, unchanged, at 9%c;

After opening higher, the market dropped from 
82%c to 8ligce for July, and remained irregular 
around the latter price most of the session, in- 
viting more or less local short selling. ‘This 
eventually led to a final rally that closed the 
market up firm at about top point and Y%@%c 
higher than the previous night. Opinion was 
quite unanimous as to the bullishness of crop 
report figures, but the market was in poor 
shape to respond, being overloaded, until the 
last hour. The Northwest led in point of heavi- 
ness, apparently disregarding very small re- 
ceipts (65 cars) and further scattered rains in 
Spring wheat States. There was moderate for- 
eign buying here in the first hour, but no confi- 
dence among exporters. In fact, few offers were 
cabled, shippers fearing unsettled markets as a 
result of the crop report. Bulls pointed out that 
the Western movement was exceptionally small, 
being 176,000 bushels behind last week, and off- 
setting the smaller seaboard clearances, while 
crop news was also about a stand-off, being 
showery in Winter wheat States, with too much 
rain in the Northwest. Very little encouragement 
was derived from foreign markets, however, both 
Liverpool and Paris closing practically un- 
changed from the previous day.

the Death of Vincent Noll. 


Statements About His Treatment by 


New York Presbytery—Dr. Park- 


hurst’s Criticism of

Presbyterian ministers in this city ex-

Presbytery that he could live but a very 
short time. It was thought that he would

Many were discussing yesterday the ap- 
parent hostility that exists between the 
New York Presbytery and Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary.

We must know what a candidate knows 
and believes if we are to take the responsi- 
bility for permitting him to preach in the 
Presbyterian Church.”

Poor Noll knew 
this, and was nervous to the point of col- 
The shocking thing is that his 
license should have been refused because 
he said he did not believe in the historic 
existence of Adam.”

UNIGN SEMINARISTS 
MOURN VINCENT NOLL. 


The Dead Student’s Disbelief in the 

Story of Adam Sanctioned by Prof. 
Brown at the Coimmencement. 
the Commencement exercises of Union 
Theological Seminary, held in Adams 
Chapel, Park and Seventieth 
Street, last night, many expressions of 
sorrow for the death young Vincent 
Noll were uttered, and in the address to 
the graduating class, Prof. Francis Brown, 
President, tersely reiterated the 
which Noll expressed before the 
New York Presbytery of the historical ac- 
curacy of the story of Adam and Eve. 

Thirteen young men were granted the 
degree of Bachelor of the Seminary. The 
diplomas were presented by John Crosby 
Brown, President of the Board of Trustees 
of the institution, After all the diplomas 
had been presented Mr. Brown took up a 
roll of parchment tied with a heavy black 
ribbon, emblem of mourning. He then said: 

* There is a shadow over us all this even- 
inz. Sometimes there is in our hearts, no 
doubt, a feeling of bitterness that the miss- 
ing one is not here. But let us remember 
our Divine Leader and not treasure any 
feeling of bitterness but go away with a 
spirit of forgiveness.” ‘ 

Mr. Brown then said that at a meeting 
held that afternoon the Trustees had voted 
to send that diploma tothe dead young 
man’s family. 

in the formal address to the graduating 
class Prof. Francis Brown said that the 
men who were graduating would never for- 
get that on the day of the end of their 
course as seminarists one of their number 
had been released from the trials of this 
life to gain a region of untrammeled free- 
dom. Dr. Brown's address was upon the 
subject, “The Religious Value of the Oid 
Testament.’” Among other things he said: 

“The Old Testament antedates the New 
and is on a higher plane. Two views have 
come to be held of the Old Testament. One 
of them is that the book is inferior to the 
New Testament, and a positive injury 
rather than a help to Christianity. On the 
other hand, there are those who believe 
that every word of the Old Testament is 
literally true. Those who hold this latter 
view are generally good people. Some hold 
to this view simply because they are scof- 
fers. 

“The religion taught in the Old Testa- 
ment is a different religion, in _many re- 
spects, from that of the New Testament. 

ake the matter of the character of God, 
for example. The Old Testament teaches 
that the Omnipotent One had many of the 
same characteristics which the Christian 
God has, but there are many points of dif- 
ference. The Old Testament God, we are 
taught in some places, was interested only 
in the progress of one small sect of people; 
he was concerned with their success in 
war alone, or he was doing some other 
trivial thing. 

* Take the story of the sacrifice of Isaac. 
Abraham's was a spirit of supreme obedi- 
ence, but the God in whom we are taught 
to believe would never have asked such a 
sacrifice as that. Our God is a merciful, a 
benevolent—not a cruel or vindictive God.

This same is to be said of many other fea- 
tures of the Old Testament. 

“What is the standard upon which we 
must judge the Old Testament? First, the 
teachings of Christ and the apostles in the 
New Testament, and, secohdiy, according 
to the teachings of the Christly spirit within 
us. If the New Testament does not set up 
a criterion by which we may judge. the 
Old Testament, we have a perfect right 
to judge according to the lights without our 
souls, If we are Christians, we must take 
the New Testament as of first importance. 

“Only fools deny the historical value of 
the Old Testament. It has a unique value 
as Hebrew history. It has a great impor- 
tance for theology, for theology must be 
studied historically. But those who mean 
by historical value literal accuracy turn 
the Old Testament record into a -phono- 
graphic narrative from divine lips, and de- 
stroy its religious value for those accus- 
tomed to see what is. A religion that is 
bound up with the literalness of man and 
woman in a garden and fruit tree and 
serpent and flaming sword is a religion 
that is every moment in peril and for large 
numbers already lost. j 

“What is the value of Old Testament 
precepts? They are tied up with ceremonial! 
regulations without discrimination. The 
Christian Church has long since discarded 
the ceremonial features. and the moral 
precepts of the New Testament which pre- 
vail have their sanction in our innate sense 
ot what is right rather than in their source 
from any authority, however august.” 

In closing Prof. Brown Said that there 
was undoubted religious value in the Old 
Testament, that good men undoubtedly 
wrote the books, but that a distinction 
must be made between what was religious- 
ly valuable for the Hebrews and what is 
so for the people of to-day. 

Prof. Brown was one of the chief defend- 
ers of the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs be- 
fore the Presbyterian General Assembly of 
1893, which declared Dr. Briggs a heretic 
for his liberal views of Biblical criticism. 


FIREMEN FACED HAIL | 
OF SHOT AND BULLETS. 


Worked While Ammunition Exploded 
About Them—Could Not Hear Or- 
der to Retreat from Blaz- 
ing Building. 

That part of the city in the neighborhood 
of Broadway and Duane Street resounded 
with the sound as of sharp rifle firing for 
nearly a quarter of an hour just at day- 
break yesterday morning, while two com- 
panies firemen working in the midst 
of flying shot and bullets vainly endeay- 
ored to stay a torrent of flame which swept 
through the old five-story iron building, 
101 and 108 Duane Street and 10 and 12 
Thomas Street, from cellar to roof. 
The exploding ammunition was 
of the stock in trade of A.4H. Funke. 
dealer in bicycles, guns, and sporting 
goods, who occupied the third floor on the 
Duane Street side, and the imperiled men 
composed the crews of Engine 17, Fore- 
man Galvin, and Engine Foreman 
Maher. They stood their ground, and none 
was hurt. There were cartridges for all 
styles of shotguns, and they were packed 
in wooden boxes, which caused them to 
go off separately instead of in one big ex- 
plosion. The men were needlessly exposed, 
too, for Battalion Chief Martin had ordered 
them down as soon as the fire reached 
the gunpowder, and two other companies 
who had been working on the same floor 


retreated, but to those who staid the 
command was lost amid the first volleys 
which chanced to be from the smallest 
and least heavily charged shells of the 
whole lot. 

The uproar awoke residents for blocks 
around, who had slept through the clang- 
ing of the engines, while in the etreets 
below Fjre Commissioner Sturgis and Col, 
Thurston, Deputy Police Commissioner, 
watched the spurting jets of flame and 
expressed their hope that the men would 
come through their ordeai in safety. Mr. 
Sturgis said he would institute an investi- 
gation as to whether there was more am- 
munition stored in the building than tie 
law allows, but said that despite the racket 
he did not believe there had been any 
violation in this respect. 

There were four alarms for the fire, and 
the fusillade was a late developmen:, for 
shortly before a number of companies had 
begun to pack up, thinking the blaze iad 
been conquered. Other tenantsin the building 
were the Boorum & Pease Company, manu- 
facturing stationer, who had the ground 
floor, cellar, and sub-cellar on the Duane 
Street side; Herman Baker & Co., dealers 
in ordnance and military goods, who, ex- 
cept for Funke’s floor, occupy the re- 
mainder of that side of the nuiiding; 
Creighton & Burch, lace importers, who 
have the ground floor in Thomas Street, 
and O. H. Hayes & Co., who occupy the 
remainder of the Thomas Street side of 
the structure, 

The first alarm was given by an auto- 
matic signal at.3:10 A. M., and the fire- 
men met with &reat delay in forcing an 
entrance through the heavy iron doors. 
They found the building filled with dense 
smoke, which appeared to come from the 
cellars. In an hour they thought they had 
the blaze all but drowned out, and Chief 
Croker ordered part of the great torce 
back to quarters, when suddenly a col- 
umn of flame went roaring up a shaft to 
the third floor, and the excitement began 
on a livelier scale than ever. The big 
Mutual Reserve office building, 309 Broad- 
way, adjoining the dama building, was 
now seriously threatened. The firemen, 
however, made excellent use of the stand- 
pipes with which it is equipped, and also 
brought into service water towers in the 
two side streets, which were not used in 
the early stage of the fire because the 
blaze was beneath their range. 

The police estimated the damage done at 
$50,000. How the fire started is not known.

THE TROUBLE AT COLUMBIA 


Prof. Woodberry’s Full Reply to 
President Butler’s Statement. 


Head of the University Declines to Ex- 
plain Why Mr. Flagler’s Offer 
Was Not Accepted. 


Prof. G. E. Woodberry’s reply to the 


statement issued by President Nicholas 
Murray Butler on Friday last, an outline 
of which was printed in THE New YorRK 
Times of yesterday, is published in full in 
The Columbia Spectator, the students’ or- 


It reads: 


My friend Mr. Fiagier hes placed in my 
hands the correspondence between President 
Butler and himself relating to his offer to pay 
for the tutorship in comparative literature for 
three years. l greatly regret that President 
Butler declined the offer. in his statement of 
April 29, 10902, he said: ‘‘ Part of the cost of 
maintaining the department was contributed by 
gift in 1901-2, but there is no reason to believe 
that similar provision could not be made for 
1902-3." In my statement of the same date | 
echoed his words, saying: ‘‘ I have partly with- 
drawn from undergraduate instruction, and have 
indicated that 1 would do so altogether after 
another year, because the tutorship held by Mr. 
Chase has not been provided for; should it be 
provided for, the old courses would go on as 
heretofore."’ 

President Butler has shifted his position. The 
undergraduates have offered the money; Mr. 
Fiagier has offered it on a threefold scale, and 
other gentlemen have offered it to me privateiy; 
there is enough money for this purpose, but it 
is refused. 

The acceptance of Mr. Flaglier’s offer would 
have brought a happy conclusion, provided the 
financial question were all, It would have al- 
lowed my old work to go on unimpaired; the 
students would have been satisfied by the re- 
moval of the cause of their complaints; I should 
have been delighted, for I had lost all hope of 
saving my department. as created and safe- 
guarded under President Low's administration, 
which has bee* thrown into confusion and 1s 
threatened with extinction; the disastrous end 
would have been postponed at least, and per- 
haps avoided, for many things may happen in 
three years. 

The obstacle which President Butler finds so 
insuperable is not in my will. n his state- 
ment of May 9, 1902, he said that Prof. Wood- 
berry’s work ‘‘has had and continues to have 
the sympathy and cordial support of the entire 
university."’ It seems to me that an opportunity 
for a practical illustration of these words has 
been lost. G. E. WOODBERRY.

CLEMENCY FOR GAMBLERS. 


Justice Cowing Lets Three Men Go and 
Fines One $50. 

Convicted by a jury yesterday of main- 
taining a gambling house, Moses B. Phil- 
lips was let off with a fine of $50, and 
C, M. Larkin, George Hill, and William 
McClellan, also convicted, were freed, sen- 
tence in their cases being suspended by 
Judge Cowing in Part IV. of General Ses- 
sions. State Superintendent of Elections 
McCullagh interceded for Phillips, and at 
his request Judge Cowing displayed clem- 
ency. 

The complainant against the four men 
was Frank L. Creighton, who claimed they 
had swindled him. Phillips told him he was 
an agent for Canfield's gambling house, 
and that he knew a system by which faro 
could be beaten. He took Creighton to the 
Union Square Hotel to show him the sig- 
nals, and in some play there Creighton 
lost $200, 

“You didn’t catch on to the signals,” 
Phillips explained, ‘but you'll have your 
chance since we're going up to see the 
millionaires.”’ 

Phillips appointed March 16 as the date 
for ** doing the millionaires."’ When Creigh- 
ton went to the place appointed with Phii- 
lips, he was introduced to. Larkin, Hill, 
and McClellan, who were represented as 
millionaires who wanted to have a little 
fun at faro for a few dollars. 

They started in to pisy, when the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station police raided 
the game, arresting the four gamblers. 
When searched, they had just $9. Creigh- 
ton had $500.

QUESTIONS IN INSURANCE APPLICATIONS.— 
At the time Gottlfeb Seidenspinner applied 
to the Metropolitan Life Insurance Compa- 
ny for a one-thousand-dollar policy on his 
life he was a member of four associations 
of a beneficial sort. One of these, the 
Wuertemburger Suabia Benevolent Associa- 
tion, had as its object the accumulation of 
initiation fees, dues, and fines, so as to 
create a fund to assist members in time of 
sickness and death. At the death of a 
members in six months’ good standing, his 
widow received $150, and if the wife of a 
member died the husband received £50. 


Seidenspinner answered in the negative to 
questions as to whether he had ever ap- 
plied for insurance before; whether any 
company had refused him insurance; 
whether he had any other application awe 4 
ing, or whether he then had insurance on 
his life and the amount. The question be- 
fore the Fourth Appellate Division in a 
suit by Mrs. Seidenspinner against the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company to 
recover on the policy issued on her hus-

The language of the questions which were 
asked and prepared by itself are to be con- 
strued most strongly against it. The in- 
sured should not be convicted of having 
given fraudulent and untruthful answers 
unless such inference is fairly warranted 
by the evidence.” ae

UNFAIR COMPETITION.—When William H. 
Baker of Winchester, Va., commenced the 
sale of chocolate under the name of W. H. 
Baker & Co., in packages simulating those 
of Walter Baker & Co., he was enjoined at 
the instance of the latter from using in his 
business the name “‘ Baker” or “‘ Baker's’ 
alone, or the name “ W. H. Baker & Co.,” 
and was required to state in prominent type 
upon his packages ‘‘ W. H. Baker is distinct 
from the old chocolate manufactory of 
Walter Baker & Co.” Five years after- 
ward another William H. Baker commenced 
the manufacture of chocolate at Syracuse, 
N. ¥., and placed his name on his goods. 
Mr. Baker of ‘Virginia then obtained from 
the United §tates Circuit Court an injunc- 
tion restraining Mr. Baker of Syracuse 
from using the words ‘“ W. H. Baker" or 


‘William H. Baker,’ but permission, how- 
ever, was ven him to use the words 
“ William . Baker” conjoined with 
“Syracuse.” The United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals has affirmed decrees of 
the lower court, being satisfied that sub- 
stantial justice has been done. Judge \ Wal- 
lace for the court says: “ The complain- 
ant, notwithstanding he commenced busi- 
ness under false colors and occupied a po- 
sition which did not commend him to the 
vety solicitous consideration of the court, 
was entitled to be protected in the circum- 
scribed use of his own name which had 

to him by a court of equity.

In a 
transfer tax proceeding against the estate 
of Mr. King, the Surrogate found against 
the executors’ contention that the debts 
owing to New York creditors should be de- 
ducted from the New York assets before 
any tax could be levied. The Surrogate 
heid that no distinction of this kind could 
prevail. ‘‘ The entire firm assets,” he said, 
**must be valued and the entire firm obii- 
gations ascertained, and the net assets in 
this State will be ascertained by deducting 

i from their gross value such fraction of the 
entire obligations as the New York assets 
bear to the total assets. In other words, 
the New York assets must be charged ra- 
tably with all other assets, with the debts 
of the firm.”” The Appellate Division, by 
Justice O’Brien, in reversing the Surrogate, 
holds that as the debts in this State ex- 
hausted the value of the property here, no 
tax could be imposed.
